CONDEMNS ABBOT JANSSENS 





The Pope ‘Highly Disapproves of His 
Cordiality Toward the ex-President 
—His Action Repudiated. 





ROME, April 12.—The Vatican has 
authorized a statement with reference 
to the call made by Abbot Lawrence 
Janssens, one of the most learned ot 
the Benedictines and Secretary of the 
Congregation of the Affairs of Relig- 
ious Orders, on ex-President Roosevelt 
on the evening of the latter’s departure 
from Rome. 

Abbot Janssens did not find Mr. 
Roosevelt at home, but left his card, on 
which he wrote in French that he de- 
sired to congratulate Mr. Roosevelt on 
the constant support given to his order 
and the Catholic Church in general in 
America, during his “ glorious career” 
as President, which, he hoped, would 
soon be resumed. 

The Vatifan’s statement says: 

“The Holy Father has highly disap- 
proved of Father Janssens’s initiative 
toward Mr. Rooseveilt, as cabled 
through The Associated Press, as this 
act of his evidently lends itself to an 
interpretation offensive to the Holy 
Father. Father Janssens acted through 
his own impulse, without any authori- 
zation from any one whatever.” 

The statement further emphasizes the 
Vatican’s policy, which, to use its own 
words, was that “It did not wish Mr. 
Roosevelt to bracket the Pope with 
other more or less royal personages he 
will boast of having hunted in Europe 
after his African hunt.”

PORTO MAURIZIO, April 12.—Gif- 
ford Pinchot left Porto Maurizio this 
evening, bearing the promise of Col. 
Roosevelt that he will deliver an ad- 
dress before the National Conservatidn 
Congress that will meet in the Middle 

West early in September. 

The fact of Mr. Roosevelt’s accept- 
ance can only be regarded as an indi- 
cation that he is in entire sympathy 
with the fight the ex-Forester has made 
for the Roosevelt policies as he has in- 
terpreted them. When Col. Roosevelt 
speaks there is no doubt that he will 
emphatically reiterate the views he has 
constantly expressed in his annual mes- 
sages and in his addresses in favor of 
ihe protection of water power sites 
from the grasp of monopolies, the pres- 
ervation of the forests by Government 
regulation, and regarding the exploita- 
tion of mineral deposits, public lands, 
&e. That in any way he will attack the 
Taft Administration is not for a mo- 
ment believed. At the same time he 
will make it clear that he stands for 
the principles he inaugurated in the 
|} way he outlined them. 

Mr. Pinchot left Porto Maurizio smil- 
ing but still reticent, though deeply ap- 
preciative of Mr. Roosevelt’s promise to 
address the organization he created. 
Unquestionably the men who have fol- 
Jowed Mr. Pinchot can take real com- 
fort from the simple announcement 
made to-day. Mr.-Pinchot will arrive 
in New York about May 1. 

The address Mr. Roosevelt will make 
before the Conservation Congress will 
be one of a number he will deliver. He 
will speak in Cheyenne in the latter 
part of August, at the John Brown bat- 
tlefield dedication in Kansas, probably 
in San Antonio, Texas, and also before 
the Hamilton Club in Chicago. No ex- 
pectation need be entertained that he 
will discuss politics in any of his 
speeches. The reason is that he believes 
he should confine himself entirely to the 
great principles to which he has com- 
mitted himself in the past and for 
which he still stands. 

Strong efforts are being made to in- 
duce Mr. Roosevelt to take part in the 
Autumn campaign. The pressure is 
coming from all sources and all fac- 
tions, but he is giving no indication of 
what he will do. He is being appealed 
to as the only man who can save the 
Republican Party from certain defeat, 
the Republicans evidently regarding the 
result in Mr. Lovering’s district and 
elsewhere as a warning of what may 
be expected in November. In this mat- 
ter also Mr. Roosevelt is waiting until 
his arrival home before indicating what 
his decision may be. 








PORTO MAURIZIO, April 12.—Mr.

important Collection of Natural His- 
tory Specimens for British Museum.

LONDON, Wednesday, April 13.—The 
Times states that Col. Roosevelt is pre- 
senting to the British Museum, in rec- 
ognition of the great kindness and 
courtesy shown to him by the Britisn 
officials whom he met during his tour 
through British territory, a very impor- 
tant and valuable collection of natural 
history specimens obtained in the 
course of his African hunting expéedi- 
tion. 

The specimens, which are expected to 
arrive very shortly, are duplicates from 
Mr. Roosevelt’s collection of the small- 
er mammals. The larger mammals are 
already represented in the British Mu- 
seum. Inasmuch part of the ground 
traversed by Mr. Roosevelt’s expedition 
has never been zoologically explored by 
British Museum collectors, the gift isa 
most interesting and welcome accession 
to the collections of the museum.

Representative Detmire said that on the 
day the bill passed Representative Win 
ter declared that there was a most per- 
sistent lobby behind the bill and that he 


hed been offered anything he wanted to 
vote for it. , Representative Pears also 
said he had been.offered money for his 
vote. ; 

Representative Cobb said that Repre- 
sentative Woods had deciared that two 
members had been approached with offers 
of money for their votes. aa 

Representative Howard testified that on 
the day the Elson bill was passed he re- 
ceived a telephone pill for three months. 
When he reached the house he met Charies 
Hollinger, manager of the Newark Tele- 
phone Company, and remarked jokingly 
that he had received the bill. Hollinger 
told him not to worry about that, mean- 
ing he did not have to pay it at all. 

Representative Gilligan of Cincinnati, 
who voted for the bill, said he had heard 
that $200,000 had been spent by the tele- 
phone lobby, and he was anxious to know 
who got it. He declared he did not re- 
ceive any of the money. 

The Tod bill, providing imprisonment for 
legislators found gullty of accepting 
bribes, which passed the Senate last week, 
was modified by the House’ committee to-« 
day. The word imprisonment is left out. 


MARSEILLES STRIKE SPREADS. 


Bakers to Join It—Police and Strikers 
Hurt in Rioting. 


MARSEILLES, April 12.—The strike of 
the Naval Reservists has taken on new 
life and the city is now occupied by 
troops. A sympathetic strike of the tram- 
way emptoyes gave considerable trouble 
to-day, but they have decided to resume 
work to-morrow. The members of the 
store clerks’ union also inaugurated a 
sympathetic strike, and this will be con- 
tinued, it is announced, until the re- 
servists obtain satisfaction.

Strike to-morrow, and the Prefect of 
Marseilles has réquisitioned the military 
bakers to replace them.

ANOTHER CHINAMAN 
SHOT IN TONG WAR 


Fong Hong Attacked in His Own 
House While Police Swarm 
in the Streets. 





HIS ASSAILANT 





ESCAPES 





Wealthy Chinese Now Appeal to Judge 
Foster to Restore Peace Between 


the Warring Factions. 





Although almost as many police as 
Chinamen were on the streets of China- 
town last night it did not prevent an- 
other shooting. Almost under the very 
noses of Police Captain Enright of the 
Elizabeth Street Station and several of 
his men an unknown man sent a bullet 
into the body of Fong Hong at 80 Mott 
Street and got away. Hong is said to be 
fatally hurt. 

Fong Hong has been living in China- 
town almost as long as any of the resi- 
dents there can remember. He was vo 
years old, not affiliated with any tong, 
and had been looked upon as one of the 
most peaceable members of the Chinatown 
colony. He lived with some eleven or 
twelve cousins on the second floor of JV 
Mott Street, over the rooms of the Canton 
Social Club, a gambling organization, 
which was put out of business by Police 
Captain Michael J. Galvin, recently re- 
moved to the Coney Island Precinct. 

Opposite 30 Mott Street is the Church of 
the Transfiguration, where last night @ 
service was in progress when Fong Hong 
started to get a pail of chop suey. Ali of 
the members of the Fong family were not 
at home, but Fong Wang, a cousin, was 
upstairs when Hong started out, Wang 
says he heard Fong Kong go downstairs 
He told the 


to halt in the hall. Then the fololwing 
conversation took place: 

“What tong do you belong to?”’ 
a strange voice. 

‘“*None,’’ replied Fong Hong. 

“You lie,’’ exclaimed the .voice, as 
Fong Hong protested that he did not be- 
long to any of the tongs. There was a 
shot and Fong Hong screamed. Two 
more shots followed in quick succession, 
and as Fong Hong fell his assailant fled. 

Police Captain Enright was at Mott and 
Pell Streets with Detectives Miller and 
Brickley, whe up and down both Pell 
and Mott Streets with several dozen plain 
clothes and uniformed men. Capt. En- 
right and Detectives Miller and Brickley 
heard the shots and ran to 30 Mott Street, 
where they found Fong Hong on the floor 
groaning. 

“Who did it?’’ asked Capt. Enright.

The third owulret the _ police 
found burled in the hallway wall. Fong 
Hiong’s injuries are probably fatal. 

Through the tenements the _ police 
searched for his assailant, but no one 
would admit having seen the man. 

In view of the questions by the man 
who shot Hong down the police are in- 
clined to believe that some of the tongs 
are trying to increase their membership 
by methods of intimidation. Such a thing 
is not new in Chinatown, they say. 

Since the removal of Police Captain 


| Galvin to Coney Island the gamblers have 
upon; been trying to open up under the protec. 


tion of one or another of the tongs. The 
membership of Hep Sing, once a rival 
of the On Leong, has been falling away 
for many months, and some of the old 
On Leong men, too, have been going over 
to the Four Brothers, or See Sing Tong, 
which has recently been growing in 
strength until it now is the only rival of 
the On Leong Tong. 

Judge Warren W. Foster, in General 
Sessions, who, in 1905, brought about 
peace between the warring factions in 
“‘hinatown, again has been appealed to 
by influential Chinamen to patch up the 
differences between the On Leong Tong 
and the Four Brothers. 

Judge Foster has more influence with 
the residents of Chinatown perhaps than 
any cther man in New York, not except- 
ing the Chinese Consul General. 

hé assassination of two members of the 
Four Brothers and the wounding of an- 
other on Sunday afternoon, and the shoot- 
ing yesterday in the streets of Chinatown 
made it apperent to the law-abiding resi- 
dents of the Chinese section that some 
step would have to be taken at once to 
avert trouble, : 

Those in Chinatown say the Four Broth- 
ers will not refrain from taking revenge 
when the moment to strika seems pro- 
pitious. And revenge to a Chinaman 
means the slaying of his enemy. 


Four Brothers Holding Back. 


Two Chinese merchants not connected 
with any tong visited Judge Foster yes- 
terday and asked him if he would pre- 
side over a peace conference. Judge Fos- 
ter expressed his willingness to do so. 
The leaders of the On Leong Tong are 


quite willing to attend a peace confer- 
ence. But the leaders of the Four Broth- 
ers are not willing to seek peace with the 
On Leong Tong until the death of the two 
men on Sunday has been avenged. After 
that is attended to they might be in a 
position to discuss peace, 

Should the Four Brothers’ Tong shoot 
down any On ee | ‘Tong men, those 
versed in the ways of Chinamen say it is 
more than likely that the On Leong lead- 
ers will change their views about peace. 

Judge Foster wag asked yesterday what 
he thought about the situation. 

“Negotiations are under way which 
may lead to a peace conference,’’ he said. 
“I am willing to do all in my power to 
aid in restoring peace in Chinatown. Legal 
advisers of both the On Leong Tong and 
the Four Brothers’ Tong have talked the 
matter over with me, but the difficulty 
is that the Four Brothers is reluctant to 
be a party to such a conference. A few 
days will show what can be done.” 

om Lee, leader of the On Leong Tong 
and generally known as Mayor cof China- 
town, is said to be extremely anxious to 
bring about a peace compact between his 
tong and the Four Brothers. Because of 
threats Tom Lee never ventures on the 
Streets without a strong bodyguard. 

One of the resuks of the peace confer- 
ence of 1905 was the allotment of Pell 
Street to the Hop Sing Tong and Mott 
Street to the On Leong Tong. Each tong 
agreed to keep away from the territory 
allotted to its rival. Doyers Street was 
to be neutral ground.

Utterly Failed to Verify Any Part of 
the Doctor’s Story—New Pass

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, April 12.—A de- 
tailed story of the trip of the Lloyd ex- 
pedition, which reached the summit of 
Mount McKinley on April 8, has been 
given to the press associations. 

Photos and other proofs of Dr. Fred- 
erick A. Cook’s failure are in course of 
preparation and collaboration. That he 
never reached the summit is proved ab- 
solutely. A new pass has been discovered 
from the coast to the interior of Alaska, 
‘shortening the distance fully seventy-five 
| miles, 

The party consisted of Thomas Lloyd, 
William R. Taylor, Peter Anderson, and 
Charles McGonigle, ali Alaska pioneers. 
They were thirty days making the ascent 
from the base of the mountain. Camps 
were established at 3,000 feet, 10,000 feet, 
and 16,000 feet..

Mount McKinley terminates in twin 
peaks of equal helght, one somewhat 
rounded and covered with snow, the other 
composed of bare and wind-swept rocks. 
On the rock peak the Fairbanks climbers 
placed an American flag in a monument 
of stones. 

The expedition, which was provided with 
Dr. Cook’s maps and data, endevored to 
follow his supposed route, but utterly 
failed to verify any part of his story of 
an ascent.

(ley was received here yesterday with sur- 
| prise and keen interest. It was known that 
the expedition was made up of trained 
climbers, but no one seemed to expect 
them to get through before late in May, 
if then, and some did not think a serious 
effort would be made to reach the sum- 
mit, being under the impression that the 
members of the expedition were prospect- 
ors, not scientists 

The last word from the party, previous 
to the report of their succéss, was re- 
ceived at Seattle on April 4, and was that 
the climbers had reached an elevation of 
in,000 feet without great difficulty. At 
that point, according to the message, 
they were confronted by an almost per- 
pendicular wall of ice stretching more 
than 4,000 feet toward the summit. The 
message stated, however, that the climb- 
ers finally found a break or gap in the 
ice wall, and at last reports were endeay- 
oring to make their way through it up- 
ward. 

The expedition was equipped with a dog 
team and abundant supplies. They estab- 
lished a base at the foot of the mountain, 
and originally planned to make their dash 
toward the summit of the peak at the 
first break of Winter. The members of 
the party agreed, it is said, to forfeit 
$5,000 if none reached the top. One of 
their expressed objects was to find, if 
possible, the ‘‘ metallic tube ’’ which Dr. 
Cook said he left in a nook not far from 
the summit. 

Both he and Mr. Brown were with Dr. 
Cook in the expedition of 1906 up to the 
time the attempt was abandoned. Cook 
and Barrille remained because the doc- 
tor said he wanted to do some explora- 
tion work among the rivers at the base 
of McKinley. Prof. Parker has repeated- 
ly discredited Dr. Cook's story of his 
reaching the summit of Mount McKinley, 
saying the mountain top which Dr. Cook 
shows in his book as McKinley is only 
8,000 feet high. 

Prot. Herschel C. Parker of Columbia 
University was perhaps the most interest- 
ed person in New York in the news from 
Fairbanks, because he is now in the final 
stages of preparing an expedition with 
the same objective. Prof. Parker said 
last night that he and his chief associate 
in the expedition, Bellemore Brown. who 
is now on a visit to him, were confident 
that the Lloyd party reached the top of 
Mougt Mckinley, and he would like to 
send ‘them his congratulations. From 
what he had heard of the men, they were 
hardy, upright men, whose word could be 
trusted, and from the telegraphed ac- 
counts of their feat they apparently ap- 
proached the mountain from a side which 
he and Mr. Brown helieved to be one of 
the best for the purpose. 

His own party, Prof. Parker said, would 
approach the mountain from the south- 
west, and if not successful from the 
southeast, thus going over Cook’s own 
route. Prof. Parker said Mr. Brown 
would leave for Seattle next Saturday, 
and he would follow on April 26 or 27: 
The fact that the Lloyd party had scgled 
the mountain would in no way alter their 
Plans, since the American Geographical 
Society, under the auspices of which they 
would go, wanted the mountain explored. 

The Parker party will leave Seattle on 
May 1 for Seldovia, on the south shore 
of Cook Inlet, where they will transfer 
themselves to their power boat, now com- 
pleted and awaiting them at Seattle. 
Prof. Parker said he expected to complete 
the ascent some time in July and get 
word to civilization early in September. 

Prof. Parker admitted. however, that 
though he would look diligently for any 
Cook records on Mt. McKinley, the fail- 
ure to find any woul not necessarily 


there, since they might 
many feet of snow and ice in four years.

Inasmuch as this city was the head- 
quarters of the Street Railway Associa- 
tion of the State during the time that G.

Mr. Hotchkiss reported that several of 
the accounts appeared to have had their 
origin just about 1900 and 1901, when 
some of the mosi interesting legislation 
of recent years was passed, and that sev- 
eral of the credits of cash in consider- 
able amounts were made at Just about the 
time that the Legislatures of those two 
years adjourned. These credits in more 
than one instance appear from the books 
to have resulted trom a cash or a check 
payment by G. Tracy Rogers, or a trans- 
fer of a large credit from his account. 

Further than this the Superintendent 
reported that in some of the accounts the 
credits growing out of a cash or check 
yg wang by G. Tracy Rogers are followed 

y immediate withdrawals of money by 
the customer. he accounts show alse 
both long and short sales, and many oO! 
them have to do with a stock cailed 
‘“‘Trans,’’ which is taken to be the stock 
of the New York Transportation Com- 
many, which controlled the New York 
Hlectric Vehicle and Transportation Com- 
pany. The latter company obtained from 
the Legislature of 1901 a franchise grant- 
ing extraordinary powers as to the ex- 
tension of its routes in the City of New 


ork. 

These deals in the “* Trans” stock were 
first opened up in the trial of Allds be- 
fore the Senate, and it was shown that 
he had 100 shares of the “‘ Trans”’ stock. 
Allds said he paid for this stock, but he 
could not remember how he paid for ‘t, 
except that he and several other mem- 
bers of the Legislature all bought some 
of it in 1900. It came into the office of 
Ellingwood & Cunningham on June 4, 
1901, at an apparent valuation of $4 a 
share, and was sold by him on Oct. 21, 
1901, at $14 a share, the account showing:

‘Allds was not the only legislator who got 
rid of his *‘ Trans’’ stock at pretty good 
figures in the Fall of 1901. Louis Bedell, 
according to the Ellingwood & Cunning- 
Nam books, also closed out his ‘‘ Trans”’ 
stock on the same date, and the impres- 
sion here among those who recall certain 
happenings of that year, is that others 


among the legislative customers of the 
brokerage house, who were in the New 
York Transportation deal, did the same 
thing. 

These legislators were indeed fortunate. 
The record of the Allds case shows that 
that statesman got $14 a share for his hun- 
dred ‘‘ Trans,’’ and the account of Louis 
Bedell, as overhauled by Supt. Hotchkiss 
in his insurance quiz. indicates that he 
closed out 500 shares of ‘‘ Trans” at the 
same figure. 

Investigation that has been made of 
stock quotations for Oct. 21, 1901, the day 
that these stocks were sold, shows that 
New York Transportation stock was re- 
ported at 6% bid, 74 asked on Oct. 21, 
1901. There is no explanation thus far 
why legislators who happened to be cus- 
tomers of the firm of Ellingwood & Cun- 
ningham were able to close out their ac- 
counts at 14, and as financial memory 
runs back over the lapse of years, the 
discrepancy between the market quota- 
tions and the sale price as shown in the 
Ellingwood & Cunningham books is even 
more prominent in view of the fact that 
the bottom had dropped out of the specu- 
lation in New York Transportation stock 
by the Fall of 1901, and it remained mere- 
ly the remnant of an overcaone promotion, 
@ football for the traders on the Curb. 

The account of Louis Bedell] has at- 
tracted particular attention for the rea- 
s0n that it was he who moved the bill 
granting the huge extension of routes to 
the Electric Vehicle Company, a New 
York Transportation subsidiary, after 
Speaker Nixon, on behalf of the Commit- 
tee on Rules, had reported it out in the 
Assembly. 


A Rogers Check to Bedell. 


Ellingwood & Cunningham seemed very 
good to Bedell. So far as the books 
show, the “‘ Trans’’ stock came into his 
account without a very definitely recorded 
payment therefor. That was on April 9, 
1900. On May 1, 1901, there is a credit of 
“Cash” (Special Account) amounting to 
$3,500. and on May 3, a check of “G. T. 
R.,’’ admitted to be that of G. Tracy Rog- 
ers, fattened the account to the extent of 
$2,500 more. 

The $3,500 which came as a matter of 
“special account’’ remained, however, 
only two days, and on Oct. 21 of the same 
vear, which it will be recalled was the 
date on which AlicGs closed out his 
‘“Trans’’ stock at $14 a share, Bedell 
also closed out his stock, selling ‘* 500 
Trans ’’ for $7,000. That day he drew out 
$2,800 in cash, but the account Was 
strengthened on Nov. 6, which was just 
around election day, by $3,000, which was 
marked in the books ‘‘ From G, T. Rog- 
ers.”’ The $3,000 didn’t remain any longer 
than the $3,500 had remained, which was 
received the Spring preceding, just about 
the time that the Legislature adjourned. 
On Nov. 7 there is a debit item of $2,800. 

There are a lot of other peculiar things 
about this Bedell account. Various unex- 
plained credits during 1903 indicate the 
receipt of funds from G,. Tracy Rogers or 
transfers of credits from Rogers’s ac- 
count to that of Bedell. In spite of these, 
however, there was a debit balance 
against Bedell during the entire life of 
the account, and Bedell wound up at the 
end of the process owing the firm more 
than $5,000. 

The traction connection in all these 
dealings comes in the fact that the New 
York Transportation Company was a side 
issue of the interests controlling the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway in that city and, 
therefore, one over which G. Tracy Rogers 
would assume a fatherly interest as he 
went about his legislative duties. There 
can be no doubt about the extent of these 
duties. They were perfectly well un- 
derstood at the time that the Street 
Railway Asssociation of the State was 
active in handling all legislative mat- 
ters for the traction interests at Albany, 
and have been subsequently described by 
Lemuel Ely Quigg, wno later made sim- 
ilar endeavors for the Metropolitan Street 
Railway of New York City. Quigg testi- 
fied before the Public Service Commis- 
sion of the First District in its traction 
inquiry of 1907:

The New York Transportation Company 
was a New Jersey corporation formed in 
1809, which took over the property of the 
New York Electric Vehicle Cempany, also 
a New Jersey corporation. The Electric 
Vehicle Company had certain patents 
which it acquired from the Electric Stor 
age Battery Company, also an enterpris¢ 
in which the Metropolitan Street Railway 
interests were involved, back in the ’90s. 
There were extensive speculations in the 
stocks of all these companies from time 
to time, and each oné collapsed with about 
the same result. , : 

But with Electric Vehicle there was 
picked up the Fifth Avenue Coach Com- 
pany, and when the rights of the old 
Fifth Avenue stage line had been taken 
over.the remarkable bill was put through 
the Legislature of 1900, which gave the 
Electric Vehicle Company the right, with 
the consent of the Railroad Commission, 
to extend its routes thus obtained wher- 
ever it wished in the City of New York. 
That is the legislation which has attract- 
ed so much attention in connection with 
the sudden interest that members of the 
ruling clique of legislators took in the 
New York Transportation stock just at 
this time. 


A bankruptcy petition was filed against 
the brokerage firm of Ellingwood & Cun- 
ningham in February, 1904. The petition 
came from creditors who were represent- 
ed by the law firm of Hoadley, Lauter- 
bach & Johnson, put after it had been 
pending for a few weeks, and before even 
schedules in bankruptcy had been filed, 
Edward Lauterbach of the law firm 
withdrew it, stating that a settlement 
had been effected with the firm’s credit- 
ors. From that time to the present noth- 
ing has been heard about the affairs of 
Ellingwood & Cunningham, except as 
brought o ut in Supt. Hotchkiss’s investi- 
gation of the activities of the fire insur- 
ance companies at Albany.

Both these investigations have 
opened trails of corruption apparently 
leading to the legislative halls. It is ad- 
mitted by the Senate leaders to-night 
that a resolution carrying out the Gov- 
ernor’s wishes will pass without any se- 
rious trouble in the upper House. Re- 
garding the attitude of Speaker Wads- 
worth and the Assembly machine there 
stili is some doubt. It was intimated to- 
night by a Senator who had talked with 
the Speaker since the Governor’s message 
was promulgated that he had modified his 
views. 

The Senate Finance Committee, which is 
to take the initiative looking to the broad- 
er investigation, has been in close confer- 
ence for some hours to-night, with a view 
of formulating a suitable measure. It is 
probable that this will take the form of a 
concurrent resolution providing for a leg- 
islative committee in the appointment of 
which the Governor, as a matter of 
course, could have no share. The leaders 
also desire to limit the scope of the inves- 
tigation to charges pointing directly to 
members of the Legislature which are 
supported by sworn statements. 

The Finance Committee adjourned near 
midnight, after having appointed a sub- 
committee composed of Majority Leader 
George H. Cobb and Senators George B. 
Agnew and Dennis J. Harte, the former a 
Hughes Republican from New York, the 
latter a Democrat from Queens. The sub- 
committee will meet to-morrow to draft a 
resolution which afterward will be pre- 
sented to the Finance Committee, to be 
reported to the Senate as a committee 
measure, which should not only insure but 
accelerate its passage by that body. 

Among the Senators who once com- 
posed the so-called insurgent group, but 
who now in the trend of legislative events 
find themselves on the verge of regular- 
ity, there are some who believe that any 
committee that is provided should not be 
hampered. While they do not believe that 
the inquiry should resolve itself into a 
fishing expedition or take cognizance of 
the corridor gossip of the Capitol, they 
think it should not be confined to the 
trails of corruption that have been opened 
up through the recent inquiries. 

‘There are fields of graft that have 
not been scratched during the Allids trial 
and the Hotchkiss investigation, which in 
point of time lie much closer to our days 
than any of the things brought out dur- 
ing the last few weeks of house-cleaning,” 
said one Senator to-day. ‘‘I do not be- 
lieve that such a promising field of in- 
quiry should be foreclosed against the 
prospective inquisitors.”’ 

Two years ago when the race track leg- 
islation was up the Capitol was humming 
with bribery tales. The lobby was out in 
force. Specific amounts, larger by many 
times than the sums that have been men- 
tioned in the Hotchkiss investigation or 
the Allds trial, were named as the orice 
of votes of certain legislators. hile 
there was nothing conclusive in the re- 
ports, it was readily perceptible that a 
wave of prosperity had struck the Cap- 
itol. 

Senator Josia T. Newcomb, who some 
time ago introduced a resolution provid- 
ing for a legislative graft inquiry, served 
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notice In the Senate to-day that at some 
future time he would move to suspend the 
rules to move for the discharge of the 
Committee on Finance from further con- 
sideration of his resolution. 

‘‘I sincerely hope that the committee 
will draft such a resolution that it will be 
unnecessary for me to press my motion,” 
said Senator Newcomb to-day. ‘*I be- 
lieve that the resolution should rovide 
| for an investigation immediately after the 
(close of the session and that the Legis- 
llature, instead of adjourning sine die. 
'should take a recess and reconvene later 
lio receive the revort of this committee. 
‘I beheve it would be unwise to permit the 
ireport to go over until another year.

CANADIAN BANKER EXPLAINS 


How Change in the Tax Law Was 
Brought About. 


The part played by the Canadian banks 
in obtaining in 1900 a change in the New 
York State law fixing the tax on opera- 
tions in this State by foreign banks was 
explained yesterday by R. Y. Hebden, 
manager of the New York City agency 
of the Bank of Montreal. The old law 
imposed a tax of one-half of 1 per cent. 
on the business done by foreign banks, 
and in 1900 this was changed by making 


the tax 5 per cent, of the net profits. Mr. 
Hebden was active in obtaining this mod- 
ification of the law. Sherman & Sterling, 
the regular attorneys in this city of the 
Bank of Montreal, drew up the bill and 
worked for its passage. Their bill for this 
service was paid by the Bank of Montreal, 
and later the other Canadian banks hav- 
ing agencies in this city were requested 
to bear a part of the expenses and ac- 
ceded to the request. 

Mr. Hebden said he thought that $5,000 
or 36,000 would cover the entire amount 
expended, and this was paid by half a 
dozen banks in varying amounts. The 
banks doing the largest business contrib- 
uted a larger sum than did the smaller 
banks. The change in the law, Mr. Heb- 
den said, was practically imperative, if 
the Canadian banks were to continue to 
make direct loans in this market, partic- 
ularly during periods when call money 
loaned at low rates. When these loans 
were being made as low as 1 per cent. 
the banks, Mr. Hebden said, could not 
possibly afford to pay a tax of one-half 
of 1 per cent. This would amount, he 
said, to turning half of the bank’s prof- 
ts on these loans over to the State.

IN GRAFT IN QUEENS 





Has Committee File Formal Pe-! 


tition for State Prosecutor—lIt 
Contains Startling Charges. 





FOSDICK EXPLAINS DELAY 





Has Much Evidence, but Wants More

been in possession of the District At- 
torney since Oct. 19, 1909, and no action 
has been taken. 

That Joseph Nelson before his trial on 
charges preferred by William F. Rozelle 
openly boasted that Gresser did not dare to 
remove him. 

That a public hearing was denied to the 
tax payers upon charges preferred by Gress- 
er against Nelson though Nelson and the 
tax payers demanded said hearing. 

That prior to the date set for the said 
hearing Nelson openly stated that if the

That Borough President Gresser caused an 
investigation to be made into the various 
departments of his office under his admin- 
istration by Ira Levine, George A. Brown, 
Mason O. Smedley, and Harry Sutph all 
employes of the borough, and against whom 
Some of the charges recited in the petition 
have been directed, which report was sent 
to the District Attorney, and no action has 
been taken. 

That the Grand Jury requested the Dis- 
trict Attorney to produce the report, that 
he did after certain delays produce it, 
and that it contained nothing of any im- 
portance in regard to the alleged short- 
comings of various officials of the borough. 

That the District Attorney has discouraged 
any.investigation, though Sutphen hag stat- 
ed that if called before the Grand Jury 
_ will tell the truth about the whole mat- 
er. 

It is declared in the petition that unless 
a special Deputy Attorney General ‘ts ap- 
pointed to take charge of an investigation 
before the Grand Jury the probability is 
that persons who have heretofore signi- 
fied their willingness to testify regarding 
the corruption in the borough government 
will refuse to lend amy agrsistance. 


Governor Asks Pormal Complaint. 


The men from Queens who saw the Gov- 
ernor were Dr. William Matthews of Elm- 
hurst, A. E. Keating, and Charles P. 
Caldwell, an attorney of 42 Broadway. 


They had an interview of half an hour 
with the Gcvernor shortly after noon 
Mr. Caldwell read extracts from the peti- 
tion and then Gov, Hughes requested that 
a formal document, containing the facts 
whereon it was based, be left with him. 

“The Goverror. listened to us most at- 
tentively,"’ said Mr. Caldwell. ‘‘ He told 
us that this was a most serious matter, 
which he would give all the consideration 
it merited. He seemed very much im- 
pressed with what we told him and gave 
us reason to hope that now at last we 
will get some relef.’’ 

The formal petition which the delegation 
filed later contained not less than sixty- 
three specifications. The charges con- 
tained in THe TIMES’s account this morn- 
ing were set forth and were supplementcd 
by others that contractors with political 
pulls were favored and other builders 
were being bled. Svecific instances of 
money paid and books mutilated to de- 
stroy evidence of the practices in vogue 
were given, 

The petition says that President Gresser 
time and time again has been informed 
of the conditions and the necessity for 
an investigation and that his influence 
has always been exerted for the blocking 
of any bona fide inquiry. 


Say Gresser Blocked Inquiry. 


Among other things the petition recites 
that Alderman Joseph Flanigan of Queens 
in 1909 told Gresser that gross frauds ex- 
isted in the Sewer Department, and asked 
for authorization to go over the books 
with two accountants. Gresser gave him 
a written permit ror such an examination, 
but soon withdrew it. 

‘‘President Gresser called Alderman 
Flanigan on the ‘phone and asked him 
what he meant,” the petition states. ‘‘ Al- 
derman Flanigan replied that he had re- 
ceived permission for these men to ex- 
amine the records and he desired to do 
so. President Gresser then said that he 
had alrady secured this information and 
had enough evidence in his safe at the 
present time to send Joseph Cassidy, the 
preceding Borough President, to jail, but 
stated that he would be governed by his 
actions toward him at the next election 
as to what he would do with the evi- 
dence.

‘The money,’ says the petition, “‘ was 
turned over to John M. Cragen, then ‘sec- 
retary to the Borough President, who di- 
vided the same between Joseph Burke, 
Superintendent of Sewers, and himself. 
This information was furnished to Presi- 
dent Gresser, but President Gresser failed 
to take action in the premises.’’ 


GRAND JURY WILL.NOW ACT. 


Commissioner Fosdick Declares He 
Needs More Time for Inquiry. 


Developments came rapidly yesterday 
after residents of Queens County had 
read in THm New YorK TIMES that an 
appeal had been made to the Governor 
for an overhauling of the county’s af- 
fairs. There were rumors that Borough 
President Gresser would resign. Commis- 
sioner of Accounts Fosdick said he had 


found evidence of much graft, and that 
he could now have three men indicted. 
Members of the committee of citizens who 
visited Albany were met upon their return 
late last night by process servers with 
summonses to appear before the County 
Grand Jury on Thursday. Additions also 
came to tne fwrces of those calling for 
the appointment of a special Deputy At- 
torney General to take charge of the pros- 
ecution. 

Commissioner Fosdick made public last 
night his attitude toward the appeal to 
Gov. Hughes. 

‘‘I am aware that there has been im- 
patience at the slowness of my investi- 
gation,’”’ he said, “‘and I have received 
a number of letters of protest, some of 
them anonymous. While I could probably 
secure three indictments on the informa- 
tion in my hands, by doing so at present 
I would not be reaching the bottom, and 
would probably shut off channels of in- 
formation. 

‘There were ‘phony’ wagons used 
around election time, but: that is only a 
drop in the bucket, so far as expense Is 
concerned, ccmpared with the general cust 
of inefficiency due to prevailing condi- 
tions. Our investigation is earnest and is 
going to be thorough. It will be Aug. 1 

efore public hearings can begin, and 
while some mavyv wish more speed, the 
reforms demanded cannot be accomplished 
merely by scratching the surface, super- 
ficially in spots. There has been fio ap- 
preciable change in Queens Borough since 
the former Borough .aresident was re- 
moved under charges.”’ 

The investigation by Commissioner Fos- 
dick is extending back over ten years and 
includes the records of the Highway, 
Sewer, Building, and Water Departments, 
as well as the minor branches of the 
borough government. Wherever possible 
the records of one department are being 
checked off against another, so that busi- 
ness that was carried on between depart- 
ments is receiving a. thorough overhaul- 
ing. The investigation began early in the 
year, and was taken up with the approval 
of Mayor Gaynor. The last.time Queens 
Borough was shaken by an official scan- 
dal too much haste maéé the investigation 
a fiasco, and it is the-hope of Commis- 
sioner Fosdick that such a condition will 
be avoided this time. 


Grand Jury Has Bitter Debate. 


Members cf the Albany committee, 
after they received the Gran@ Jury sum- 
monses, learned that the Grand Jury yes- 
terday morning held one of the hottest 
sessions in its history: 
pressed a resolution calling for action 


on graft charges, which he had _ unsuc- 
cessfully presented om Monday. It passed 
after an acrimonious debate that lasted 
several hours and split thé Grand Jury 
into two bitter factions , 
District Attorney Frederick C. De Witt 
was not consulted about the Grand.

* The Queens County residents who came 
forward yesterday to join in the anti- 
graft campaign live near St. Nicholas 
Avenue in Elmhurst. The thing that has 
stirred them is the course of President 
Gresser in dealing with the closing of 
that avenue, which they wanted kept 
open. On learning that the committee of 
builders and others had gone to Albany 
they held ae hurried meeting, and their 
affidavits were given to De Lancey F. 
Nichols, a lawyer, to be added to the 
complaint. 

It is asserted that Gressner was in sym- 
pathy with the work of opening the ave- 
enue until on Dec. 29 last it was learned 
that Wilson & Co., a firm of speculative 
builders, were having trouble disposing 
of lots because any titles they might pass 
would -be subject to an assessment to 
pay for the improvements. It is de- 
clared that President Gresser held a con- 
ference with this firm, and then got the 
Board of Estimate to close the avenue. 

A list of claims for damages against the 
city on account of floads and deep mud 
in Winter, which is asserted the opening 
of the avenue would make impossible in 
the future, accompany the affidavits.

TO URGE PEACE ON RULERS. 


Report That Col. Roosevelt Will Ad- 
vocate Reduced Armaments. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Word has 
been received here that ex-President 
Roosevelt intends to use the freedom that 
goes with his non-official position in Bu- 
rope to press in a personal and friendly 
fashion his ideas as to the reduction of 
the military and naval armaments of the 
world. According to advices now in the 
possession of the advocates here of the 
peace movement, Col. Roosevelt will in 
person make representations on the sub- 
ject to the Kaiser and King Edward. 

Exactly what arguments Mr. Roosevelt 
will use are not known, but his assump- 
tion of the rOéle of an advocate of peace 
Surprises no one who has followed his 
public utterances on the subject. An in- 
teresting point in this connection is the 
fact that while Col. Roosevelt and Kaiser 
Wilhelm have both been held up as ex- 
ainples of impetuous and warlike enthu- 
Siasm, both have repeatedly advocated 
measures presumably aimed at advancing 
the cause of peace. Col. Roosevelt’s part 
in this matter has been obscured by the 
popular belief in his exploits at El Caney, 
while the Kaiser's pacific intentions in 
the same way suffer from the mere fact 
that he is known as ‘‘ War Lord.” 

King Edward, too, not long ago put 
himself on record as an advocate of 
peace, and Col. Roosevelt's utterances 
at Spezia have seemed to foreshadow the 
efforts he is reported to be planning for 
arousing the interest of the two most 
powerful of the European monarchs in 
the cause of reduced expenditures in time 
of peace for the implements of war. 

It is recalled here, however, that along 
with his. advocacy of peace, Col. Roose- 
velt has repeatedly and enthusiastically 
urged on Congress the enlargement of 


our own navy, with the result that no 
one here will predict with any certainty 
exactiy what will be the nature of his 
proposals to the German and British sov- 
ereigns.

So 
that you Or anybody going by as well as 
the police, can see immediately that there 
is nobody in there, it being forbidden by 
law that anybody be there ai-ail on Sun- 
day in the barroom. 
_ Now, the easy way co enforce that law 
is to have the curtains up as the law pre- 
scribes, and then if you aré going by and 
you see that there is somebody in there 
Or anything being done, why. you only 
have to go to a Magistrate and get a 
warrant and have the proprietor, of that 
place brought into court and »presecuted. 

The mere fact that a curtain was closed 
in place of being open, was down in place 
of being up, is enough to convict him. 
More than that, it is enough to revoke his 
license. Or if he have anything at all 
there that obscures the sight of the bar 
or any part of the room, not only any 
citizen can do it, but the police in uni- 
form, in going by can do it; and they can 
take out their books and note down the 
precise offense, or place that the curtains 
were up; that is enough. Ofr,.that the 
place was exposed, but that psople were 
in fit; that someone was seen init, and 
so on. And these things are. all reported 
and warrants obtained and prosécutions 
had therefore. . 

Now. surely nobody ought to have any 
misunderstanding about «that, should 
they? Nothing could be plainer. That 
law has not been enforced, and we are 
going to have it enforced, 

Lei the Captains in the police, in place 
of sitting around in their station houses, 
go about, too, and see that the patrolmen 
do not omit a single place. <Yes; let the 
Inspectors do it. Yes,"let. the Gommis- 
sioner.of Police get into his automobile 
and make a tour .of-the precincts on Sun- 
day, too, so that everybody may know 
that everybody else is,; to use a phrase 
now very much in’ vogue, ‘‘on the job.”’

Why, they send their men, 
tectives, these State agents, into these 
rooms as best they can, and when ‘they 
get in they buy something to drink if they 
can and test it and go away and note jit in 
their book. When they get back to their 
office they have to make this affidavit, 
and it is sent to the District Attorney and 
he obtains the warrant and assumes the 
responsibility for the -prosecution, and is 
given a foree of men adequate for that 
purpose. 

Now, you say, I am very minute about 
this thing, and really it would not be 
worth while. to come here) and deliver a 
homily or a sermon.

Now, that is the’ way tha State is en- 
forcing ‘this Jaw, and that ‘Is‘the way 
the law’ says.it shall be enforced by the 
State.

ACTION AGAINST HOFFSTOT 





District Attorney Will Start for Albany 
| To-day to Urge EBanker’s Extra- 
dition Befcre Gov. Hughes. 





PITTSBURG, Penn., April 12.—Judge 
Robert S. Frazer in Criminal Courts de- 
cided to-day that Harrison Nesbit, fore- 
man-‘of the Councilmanic graft invessti- 
tigating Grand Jury, is entitled to sit asa 
juror in the State of Pennsylvania. The 
ruling was in answer to a petition of Attor- 
ney Brénnan, acting for several indicted 
Councilmen, who recently asked the Dis- 
trict Attorney to show reason why in- 
dictments brought by the Grand Jury 
under the. foremanship of Harrison Nes- 
bit, a former National bank examiner, 
Should not be quashed on the ground that 
Mr. Nesbit was not a qualified elector 
of the State of Pennsylvania, but held 
legal residence in Washington, D. C. 

Judge Frazer's deciston prevents the 
quashing of i120 indictments which an ad- 
verse ruling would have rendered void, 
and preserves the entire graft investiga- 
tion, which already has consumed five 
weeks, from being invalidated. 

Judge Frazer takes the ground that the 
@ct of 1867, under which Mr. Nesbit’s in- 
competence was alleged, does not require 
Jurors to be qualified voters, and thus 
the provisions of the legislative act do 
mot apply. He contends in his decision 
that even though Nesbit were not a quali- 
fied elector, his disqualification would be 
Purely a legal one and one that would not 
tend to impeach his capacity, integrity, 
er impartiality. Judge Frazer eontends 
that the provisions of the act of 1867 are 
Only directory, and that if, through an 
Oversight, a man who is not competent {fs 
chosen to act and does act, his acts are 
Walid. 

“To hold otherwise, especially after 
indictments have been found by a Grand 
Jury, would be to open the door to end- 
less confusion and cause unnecessary de- 
lay in the administration of justice,” 
@tates his decision. 

Further investigation of councilmanic 
bribery and graft was suspended tempo- 
rarily to-day by the adjournment of the 
special Grand Jury until next Monday. 
In the meantime it is expected that Frank 
W. Hoffstot, President of the Pressed 
Steel Car Company and of the Second 
Wational Bank, now under indictment in 
connection, with bribing Councilmen, will 
be brought from New York to answer the 
indictments already found. 

Extradition papers were made out 
day, and to-night an Assistant District 
Attorney left for Harrisburg, where Gov. 
Edwin S. Stuart is expected to sign them 
to-morrow. “The papers then will be car- 
ried to Gov. Hlughes at Albany, where, it 
is expected, they will arrive Thursday 
morning. District Ai torney Blekeley will 
leave Pittsburg to-morrow night to be at 

lbany, where he will appear before Gov. 

ughes to urge the granting of the extra- 
dition of Hoffsioi.

The newcomer ap- 
peared to be very. nervous, and remarked 
that he was waiting at the ferry slip for 
a truckload of perishable goods which 
were being shipped to him in Hoboken 

“I’m in an awful fix,’ continued the 
man. ‘ They'll want $300 payment be- 
fore the truck goes aboard the ferry, and 
I'm stuck here with a check for that 
amount which I can‘t get cashed in this 
neighborhood.

NIGHT ATTACK AT HOME 





Following a Row. Over Manufacturer 
Perot’s Request for Part of the’ 
Town's Waterfront. 





Hastings-on-the-Hudson, an ordinarily 
peaceful suburb of New York, is worrying 
about a pretty kettle of fish at present. 





It would not be at all surprising if the 
whole village should be turned upside 
down and inside out as the result of ;

There are 
several versions of what happened last 
Saturday, but it is generally agreed that 
both James J, Jeffries and Jack Johnson, 
had they been present, might have re- 
ceived suggestions that would be valua- 
ble to them in view of their coming en- 
counter 

The National Conduit and Cable Com- 
pany’s factories occupy valuable water- 
front property adjoining the New York 
Central railway tracks. They give em- 
ployment to about 1,200 men, and the 
village authorities, headed by Frederick 
G. Zinsser, its President, have long been 
in favor of dealing leniently with Mr. 
Perot’s desires regarding the annexing 
of adjoining real estate. 

A short time ago Mr. Perot asked the 
village to sell a piece of property having 
a forty-nine-foot frontage on the Hudson 
River immediately to the north of his fac- 
tory.

Road Makes New Terms on Wages and 
Hours with Employes. 


BOSTON, April 12.—The Boston & 
Maine has made a new wage agreement 
with its employes. . Tica 

The settlement provides that the stand- 
ard for a day’s work shall be ten hours. 
Passenger conductors are to receive 2.68 
cents a mile, ticket collectors 2.15 cents a 
mile, baggagemen.1.55 cents a mile, and 
brakemen on passenger trains 1.5 cents 
a mile. 

The rate per mile for the through 
freight crews is: Conductors, 5.65 cents; 
flagmen, 2.52% cents; brakemen, 2.42 cents. 
For local freight crews the settlement 
rovides the following rate per mile: Con- 
uctors, 5.975 cents; flagmen, 2.80 cents; 
brakemen, 2.70 cents. 

Yard conductors on day work are to re- 
ceive an hourly wage of 46, 34, 83, and 
$2 cents, according to their rating, while 
yard conductors on sy peg will get 
36, 85, and 34 cents an hour. 

Day yard brakemen receive 31, 80, and 
29 cents an hour, and night yard brake- 
men are to be paid 33, 82, and 31 cents.

| SILK COMPANY BANKRUPT. 
Secretary, Now Dead, Blaméd for 
Wrecking Neuberger-Phillips Firm. 


-Serious allegations of fraud were madé 
yesterday against the late Edward R. 
}Phillips, Secretary and General Manager 
of the manufacturing department of the 
Neuberger-Phillips Silk Company of Pat- 
erson, N. J., and 57 Greene Street, New 
York, who died in January. A petition in 
bankruptcy was filed against the com- 
pany yesterday, and Maurice B, and Dan- 
jel W. Blumenthal, attorneys for the 
company, in explaining this declared that 
its failure was due to Mr. Phillips. 

He was brought into the business in 
boyhood by Isaac Neuberger, the Presi- 
dent of the concern, and had the manu- 
facturing and financial departments in his 
charge. According to Mr. Blumenthal, 
the reports of Mr. Phillips to Mr. Neu- 
berger a few weeks before his death 
showed the company to be in a flourish- 
ing condition, with a pr ie of $100,000. 
Soon after he died, said Mr. Blumen- 
thall, rumors became current in Paterson 
which Mr. Neuberger, who is 70 years 
old and has every dollar he possesses in- 
vested in the concern, refused to believe. 

the end of last month stock was 
taken, and it was reported to Mr. Neu- 
berger that the payrolls of the eoncern 
had been padded and that the manufact- 
uring department had been in the habit 
of reporting to the sales department the 
cost of manufacture at from 10 to 20 per 
cent. below cost price.

$250,000. The petition was filed by Thom- 
as & Oppenheimer, attorneys for Leo R. 
Neuberger, with a claim of $5,000 for 
commissions and services; Leon Weiss, 
$25 for services, and Leopold Lowenstein, 

72 for services. 

The company employed 200 hands. Its 
statement of April 1, 1909, showed assets 
of $291,125 and liabilities of $111,908.

ATTACK ON WITNESS 


Held for Assaulting Clark, 
Who Aided State. 





TRIAL OF PERSCH BEGINS 





His Attorney in Vain Asks for a New 
Trial and Change of Venue— 
Wounded Man Tells Story. 





Charles Katz, one of the four defend- 
ants in the Windsor Trust cases, was 
escorted by rwo detectives yesterday 
morning from his apartinent, 1,631 Mad- 
ison Avenue, to the Tombs Court, where 
District Attorney Whitman asked that he 
be held for the Grand Jury to-day, in 
connection with an assault on Saturday 
evening on Walter L, Clark, another de- 
fendant. Clark had turned State’s evi- 
dence, and was to have testified on Mon- 
day against Donald Persch, a third de- 
fendant. Mr. Whitman told Magistrate 
Barlow that he hoped to prove threat, 
motive, and knowledge. 

Meanwhile a persistent rumor circulat- 
ed through the building that the two 
men who blackjacked Clark and left him 
unconscious on the pavement had acted 
independently of the Windsor Trust cases 
and that the attack was only a sequel to 
one Of which he was the victim in the 
Hotel Knickerbocker three weeks ago. 
Clark was not alone when he drove up to 
217 West 110th Street, which was the home 
of his companton, Miss Helen Stillson. 
She will go before the Grand Jury this 
morning. 

Some advance was made yesterday in 
the trial of Donald Persch for his share 
in the alleged plot by which $100,000 worth 
of Heinze copper stock was sold on the 
market immediately after his broker,

“It was contemptuous conduct and 
part of a deliberate purpose to prejudice 
and bias this jury,’’ he declaimed. 

Justice Marcus did not agree with him. 

Most of the morning was spent in 
protesting that the indictment should be 


| dismissed on the ground that it charges 
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common-law larceny against Persch 
alone, with no allegation of any plot, but 
finally Mr. MelIntyre subsided and Mr. 
Nott was allowed to open his case. 

Mr. Nott made several references to 
Leonard J. Field of the firm that loaned 
to Sherwood the $50,000 with which, it is 
alleged, he obtained the stock at the 
Windsor. One of the checks made out 
after the stock was sold on the street was 


deposited to Field’s account in the Phe- 
nix National Bank, Mr. Nott said. 

Clark was the first witness. He is badly 
bruised and a black patch did little to 
hide the wounds around his left eve. He 
said that last Spreng Persch and Katz 
had taken two rooms in his suite at 27 
Broad Street, and shortly after that they 
had voiced their longing to gain posses- 
sion of some Heinze copper stock. 

“What did you intend to do with it?” 
asked Mr. Nott. 

* We said we'd sell it,’’ said Clark, as 
though surprised at the question.

Sherwood, he said, had the $50,000 ready, 
and it was to have been placed through 
Kean, Van Courtlandt & Co., when the 
Heinze broker demanded a trust company 
receipt for the collateral. This the Stock 
Exchange house refused, and the deal 
fell through. There was nothing else to 
do but put the transaction through a 
bank, which need give no receipt. 

The Windsor Trust Company was sug- 
gested by a broker named Kaufman, who 
made the opening stipulations that elic- 
ited this acceptance trom Stirling Bir- 
mingham, the Windsor's loan manager: 

We will accept your proposal, if the prin- 
cipals in this case are satisfactory and the 
conditions can be carried out that we be 
held harmless in the event of thus acting, 
and that the transfer of the securities be 
received without any recourse upon us, and 
that upon completion of this transaction our 
interest ceases. 

Also, we will not be called upon for any 
further action in the matter, and that at no 
time are we to be held liable in any way for 
any deficiencies further than that we agree 
to deliver the money to the borrower after 
the note and securities have been approved 
by the lender. 


Another channe! for the Heinze stock 
had thus been prepared, and the over- 
tures to a Heinze broker must be re- 
newed. This was Clark’s task, and he 
will tell about it to-day. 


SUES WOMAN FOR $25,080. 


One Item in Lawyer’s Bill Was “ Re- 
fusing to See Reporters.”

In 
another part of this deck and on the upper 
@eck were the cattle. 

Off Canal Street Capt. Wagner noticed 
that the barge was pulling harder than 
usual, and then he saw she was listing 
Pheavily to port. He rang for full speed 
ahead, hoping to make his destination be- 
“tore 
“low enough to endanger the livestock. 
‘Capt. Wagner tried to reach the old ferry 
‘house, but the barge sank just outside the 

pier. 

The bleating of the sheep and the bel- 
lowing of the cattle were heard by men 
on the fireboat William L. Strong. Fire- 
men Daly, Frawley, Klein, and Fitzgerald 
put out in a boat to see what they could 
do. Out of the stock on the lower deck 
only one had succeeded in escaping—a 
lamb that had struggled through the bars. 
It was swimming around in the water. 

i’The firemen rescucd it and mean to make 

it a member of the Strong crew if it is

' Capt. Wagner raced back to Jersey City 

‘for a float on which to take off the sur- 
tviving cattle. A wrecking tug ripped off 
“the roof, a runway was let down to the 

“sunken barge, and the hundred or more 
Wiving cattle walked aboard the rescue 
float and were taken away for another 

- death. 


RAIDS ACROSS THE RIVER. 





‘Women Attack Several Meat Shops in 
; Williamsburg and Keep Police Busy. 


¥ Many acts of violence marked the boy- 
“cott on the kosher meat dealers in Will- 
jamsburg by women yesterday. The po- 
lice of the Stagg Street Station had many 
-encounters, and in several instances were 
obliged to use their clubs. 

The trouble started early in the morn- 
ing, when about two dozen women raided 


the Moore Street market, of which Samuel 
Hartman is the proprietor, and because he 
refused to close they tried to get at his 
stock and destroy it. Hartman and his 
employes used cleavers and other utensils 
to rout the rioters. When the police re- 


serves reached the scene Capt. Post, who 
was in plain clothes and not recognized, 
was knocked off his feet by the furious 
women. The police used their clubs vig- 
orously and dispersed the rioters. 

The women next went to the wholesale 
poultry shop of Morris Cohen at 201 
Moore Street, where they raised another 
demonstration and poured kerosene oil 
over the dressed poultry. They next 
‘smashed all the windows in the place and 
uttacked Cohen. Mrs. Sarah Pennick, 2U 
years old, of 214 Moore Street, the al- 
sleged leader, was arrested for disorderly 
eonduet and afterward was held in So0vv 


‘bail for a hearing in the Manhattan Ave- 


fe Court. 

The women caused another riot at Gra- 
ham Avenue and Boerum Street. They 
destroved the meat in several butchers’ 
shops, and when policemen arrested Mrs. 
Binder of 518 Bushwick Avenue and Mrs. 
Laura Simpkin of 34 Montieth Street the 
mob attacked the police and doused them 
with kerosene oil. These two women were 
also held in court. 

Horsewhips were used with telling effect 
on the shoulders and faces of the raiders 
by Osias Glickman and his wife of 329 
Riverdale Avenue when their store was 
‘assailed. The butcher barricaded the doors 
of his place. A mob of 200 women clam- 

ed to get in. A stone was finally hurled 
ireudah one of the windows and several 
women clambered through the aperture 
and opened the front door. 

The butcher and two helpers fled under 
@ hail of milk bottles and other missiles. 
Quickly he reappeared, reinforced by his 
wife. Both had horsewhips which they 
plied vigorously. The women fled from 
the place, the butcher and his, wife in 
pursuit. “ 


MEAT PACKERS BUYING EGGS. 


Dealers Here Say They Mean to Pre- 
vent Them Becoming Beef Substitute. 


That meat packers are buying eggs in 
vast quantities to keep the prices so high 
that they cannot be used as a cheap sub- 
stitute for meat was a report which be- 
came the general subject of discussion 
vesterday among the wholesale dealers of 
the west side. Several well-known deal- 
ers, when asked about the report, said 


that they believed it to be true, but askec 
that their names be not published. 

. The dealers have figures.to show that 
large quantities of eggs are going into 
the storage warehouses in Chicago and a 
few in New York. The New York dealers, 
it is said, do not dare to pay the high 
prices that have been prevailing. 

The dealers say that although this prom- 
ises to be a record-breaking year in the 
production of eggs, the present prices are 
as high as they were a year ago. As 
heavy losses were incurred last year by 
the speculators in storage eggs, the regu- 
lar dealers are said to be unwilling to 
buy eggs again at equally high prices and 
run a risk of repeating the losses.

NO PULP WOOD FOR US.

Province of Quebec Is About to Pro- 
hibit Its Exportation. 


QUEBEC, April 12.—That the Province 
of Quebec is about to prohibit the expor- 
tation to the United States of pulp wood 
cut on. the Crown lands of the Province 
was announced in the Legislature this 
afternoon by Premier Gouin, who said: 

‘‘ Mr. Tellier has criticised me for speak- 

ing on the question of the exportation of 
pulp wood at a banquet in Montreal short- 
ly after the close of the last session. T 
did this because I wanted to let the pub- 
lic know of our stand, before submitting 
the matter to the House, in order that 
the views of ail interested parties might 
be heard before the matter was finally 
settled. What I declared in Montreal I 
repeat here—that we will prohibit the ex- 
portation of pulp wood to the United 
, States. 
‘‘“ We have notified the limit holders of 
that we will increase the 
stumpage dues an average of 60 per cent. 
and the ground rent from $3 to $5 per 
square mile. 

‘We have not spoken on this question 
_ during the earlier part of the session be- 
cause when the session opened a tariff 
war was threatened between Canada and 
the United States. We were not directly 
‘interested im the negotiations then in 
progress, but, being a part of the Domin- 
ion, we were indirectly interested, and it 
was impossible for announce our 
policy before the negotiations of the Fed- 
eral Government were completed.

ary that the first definite revelations | 
were made with reference to the bribery | 
which the Senate afterward investigat- 
ed the temper and purpose of the Gov- 
ernor were well known. He took occa-

and some intimate, to express his feel- 
ing and his views, but for official action 
he waited until the situation had so 
developed that both the necessity and 
the opportunity of action were beyond 
all question. 

The moment arrived when the plain, 
temperate, convincing, and judicial re- 
port of Superintendent of Insurance 
HoTcCHKISS was presented. The Allds 
investigation had not only disclosed the 
truth of the charges of shameful cor- 
ruption brought against a specified per- 
s0n, but had brought to light indications 
of an elaborate system for influencing 
legislation to the profit of outside inter- 
ests, of members of the Legislature, 
and of politicians in league with them. 
But these indications, developed in the 
course of an inquiry into a definite 
charge, could not be treated with the 
thoroughness they required. Then came 
the pecullarly careful, and. skillful in- 
vestigation by Supt. Hotcukxiss, which, 
while it was strictly conducted within 
the limits set by the law, was so direct- 
ed that much proof, some of it morally 
convincing and all of it extremely sig- 
nificant, was elicited as te the system 
indicated in the Allds inquiry. With 
this confirmatory and revealing testi- 
mony before him, the Governor calls 
on the Legislature to undertake ‘an 
immediate, impartial, thorough, and un- 
sparing -investigation into legislative 
practices and procedure and into the 
use of corrupt or improper means for 
the promotion or defeat of legislation.” 

We have spoken of his message as a 
“summons.” It is a stirring and im- 
perative one, touched with the indig- 
nation of betrayed citizenship on the 
one hand and on the other with a deep 
sense of his duty as the people’s repre- 
the official head of the 
There isin no recent State paper 


sentative and 
state. 
in our history a nobler note struck 
than in this: 

It is the high privilege of the Legis- 
lature, in the discharge of its obliga- 
tions to itself and to the people of the 
State, to follow the falutary action 
already taken in it&B upper branch by 
appropriate steps for the exposure and 
destruction of combinations and con- 
spiracies against the just use of the 
lawmaking power and by providing 
Suitable protection against the recur- 
rence Of such abuses. This is a prom- 
ising opportunity to pursue the open- 
ing trails of corruption, to reveal illicit 
methods and agencies, to uncover the 
perfidious influences which have dis- 
honored the State and thus to aid in 
securing the wholesome exercise of its 
beneficent authority. 

This is the language of the patriotic 
citizen, hurt and angry at the wrong 
inflicted on the body politic of which 
he Chief Magis- 
trate deeply solicitous for the commu- 
nity which has given its honor as well 
as its interests in trust to him, and of 
the lawyer steeped in the love of hon- 
esty which has been the inspiration of 
the profession from the dawn of Eng- 
lish history. One notes with especial 
interest, at the moment when the land 
rings with denunciation of trusts, the 
happy allusion in the very language of 
the Federal statute, to ‘‘ combinations 
and conspiracies ’”’ infinitely of greater 
account and more profound significance 
than any thet threaten solely the busi- 
ness of men. Against these Gov.

For of course the city’s 
grand tri-borough route is inconsistent 
with the one now proposed. Both can- 
not be had. If the Subway riders real- 
ly want to ride underground from the 
Bronx to Coney Island for a nickel in 
August, without being able to get any- 
where else in particular when on their 
ordinary business during the rest of 
the year, why, the city can supply that 
boon by spending millions enough, al- 
though it may be predicted confidently 
that those particular bonds will never 
be exempted from the debt limit. But 
if what is wanted is the shortest ride 
which will take riders about the town,

THE PROBLEM OF CONGESTION.

The theoretical economist will have 
something of value to advance, andthe 
practical real estate man will be need- 
The solution 
of the problem will tax the ingenuity of 
the most expert investigators and will 
draw upon the experience gathered by 
other cities. 

It implies no disrespect to the Alder- 
men to suggest that while it is proper

they should supply a few members to 
the Commission, it will be more likely 
to reach conclusions of value and make 
an authoritative report if the greater 
number of its members be selected for 
their special qualifications rather than 
by reason of their office.

THE PHARMACOPOEIA. 

The statement of Dean Henry H. 
Russy of the College of Pharmacy of 
Columbia University, which appears in 
this issue, speaks eloquently of the 
grave responsibility assumed by phy- 





sicians and pharmacists in the revision 
on May 10 next of the United States 
Pharmacopoeia, This will be the first 
revision of this book of official stand- 
ards for purity and strength of drugs 
since its recognition in the Federal 
Drug act. Standards introduced into 
this book at the coming Pharmacopoeia] 
Convention in Washington will auto- 
matically come under the operation of 
the law. Drugs rejected from its list of 
standards will no longer have enforce- 
able tests of purity and strength, and 
may be adulterated with impunity. If 
they are drugs in common use, danger- 
ous impurities may be mixed in the pre- 
scriptions of patients throughout the 
Nation, with no means to guard against 
them. 

Two powerful forces, according to Dr. 
RussBy and other good authorities, are 
working to bring about precisely this 
result. The first is in the drug trade, 
which is encouraging the foreign ex- 
porters of drugs to this country to fill 
to overflowing their warehouses in 





Hamburg, Amsterdam, Trieste, and, 


other important European centres with 
spurious and defective drugs which, 
they hope, will be deprived of standards 
by the revision. Dr. Russy gave this 
information in his statement published 
by Tun Tzmps on Monday. The second 
force is that of the association of phy- 
siclans that will be represented on the 
Revision Committee. Dr. Russy does 
not assume that these doctors are 
influenced by selfish commercial and 
professional interests. They want the 
entire medical profession to use exclu- 
sively the drugs which they deem most 
efficacious, and think they can influ- 
ence them by refusing to admit and by 
depriving of their official standards all 
other medicaments. This would be con- 
fessedly an. experiment. Revisions of 
the Pharmacopoeia hitherto have been 
on the principle of admitting all drugs 
“{n rather more than local use.” That 
is, whether a committeeman personally 
approved or disapproved a certain 
medicament, it would be admitted if 
used in the prescriptions of any con- 
siderable number of doctors. 

It would be a perilous experiment. 
Very few doctors ever consult the Phar- 
macopoela, or have it in their posses- 
sion. Experience has shown, Dr. RusBy 
declares, that the present and preceding 
editions of this book have not affected 
the use or disuse of a drug. But its 
standards of purity would be profound- 
ly affected in the administration of the 
Federal, State, and municipal laws by 
its inclusion or rejection. The doctors 
must be brought to see this. Once they 
do see it, they will relinquish their dan- 
gerous enterprise. <As for the selfish 
commercial interest, Dr. JoseEPpH REm- 
INGTON of Philadelphia, Chairman of 
the present Revision Committee, said 
recently that it appeared at the last 
revision in the ugly guise of attempted 
bribery. The safeguard against that 
would be the publication at this time 
of all the proposals made to the com- 
mittee, and their public discussion. 
This is imperatively necessary, for it Is 
a matter of life and death to the sick.

Of course, 
the law under which Mr. ROMANES Was 
sent to Ellis Island’as the victim of a dis- 
ease that bars immigrants has its justifl- 
eation in the Nkelihood that the steerage 
passenger thus afflicted will become a 
public charge. It is that likelihood, how- 
ever, and the chance of spreading infec- 
tion, not the malady, tuberculos!s or other,

exclusion, and, as Mr. RoMANES would 
neither be a centre of infection nor lack 
the means of self-support, the applica- 
tion of the law to him simply proved that 
the law is badly drawn. It Is both right 
and wise to exclude alien consumptives 
almost sure to be both dangerous and 
expensive to us, but to exclude @ man 
who will be neither is equally needless, 
absurd, and barbarous. 

Mr. RoMANES wants to try the effects 
of the Colorado climate, and, though he 
probably could find one as good or better 
without going so far, he has the best of 
rights to follow the advice of physicians 
whom he trusts, and he is a visitor who 
should be welcomed, not repulsed. if¢ 
would have been passed as a matter cf 
coursa, it seems, had he arrived on a 
steamer that divides its passengers into 
classes, but, as he happened to come on 
one that has only a single ‘‘cabin,”’ his 
condition came to the attention of the 
Inspectors, and it was not within their 
discretion to let him through. Obviously 
they should be empowered to use that 
precious quality, common sense. In that 
case, as the Inspectors, presumably, are 
not phthisiphoblacs, they would have 
made no objection to his landing, and 
the country would have been spared what 
is really a disgrace.

What the 
real doctors do, without exception, assert, 
is that it is an utterly wrong treatment for 
many diseases, and in New Jersey as else- 
where they demand that these too ambi- 
tious masseurs bs kept where they be- 
long.

Once having 
read these interesting. principles propounded 
by our forebears, they are not likely to be for- 
gotten or overlooked.! For instance: ‘‘ Sons 
shall inherit before @aughters because the 
worthiest of blood shall be preferred.’’

The common-law idea of marriage is that 
the husband and wife become one person, 
and that person is principally husband, 
the legal existence of the wife being sus- 
pended and merged in that of the husband. 
* * * She is subordinate to the will and 
dominion of her baron or lord. * * ® It 
is her duty to obey and follow him. * * *° 
He has the custody and control of her per- 
eon. * * * He is entitled to all her per- 
sonal property, jewelry, ornaments, wearing 
apparel, &c., and he may sell and dispose 
of them during his life. He is entitled to 
a tenancy during coverture and by courtesy 
in her real estate, (the use of the realty 
during her life, and also during his life- 
time if a child had been born alive.) She 
acquires no absolute interest in his prop- 
erty, except dower, (the use of one-third 
after his death.) * * * She cannot bind 
herself by contract with others than her 
husband nor can she contract with her 
husband. * * * Neither can give nor sell 
to the other, (the wife had nothing to give 
or sell, her husband having taken posses- 
sion of everything belonging to her at the 
timeof their marriage.) 


True, the husband was Hable for the wife's 
support, 1. e., ‘‘ necessaries, such as the law 
deems essential to her health and comfort; 
food, lodging, fuel, washing, medical attend- 
ance,’’ but she must live in the place and style 
designated by him. It was once held that if 
the wife left her husband's home because he 
had placed a profligate woman at the head of 
his table, he was not Hable for her necessaries. 
(8 Taunt., 421.) 

The husband by the old law might give his 
wife ‘*‘ moderate correction * * * - domestic 
chastisement, as he would his apprentices or 
children,’’ but the civil law ailowed him for 
some misdemeanors flagellis et fustibus acriter 
verberare uxorem; for others, only modicam 
castigationem adhibere, and the ancient idea of 
moderation is indicated by the permission to 
use for that wholesome exercise ‘‘a stick not 
bigger than the man’s thumb.”’ (1 Bl, Com., 
444.) ’ 

Mrs. Scott also charges us with ‘‘ refusing to 
recognize the spirit which gave the common 
law birth,’ and with ‘‘ looking at it through 
the medium of deliberate misunderstanding un- 
worthy of a special pleader,’’ &c. Mrs, Scott 
does us an injustice. The spirit which insti- 
gated these laws is clearly manifest in the fol- 
lowing comforting assurance: 

ven the disabilities which the wife lies 

under are for the most part intended for her 

own protection and benefit; so great a fa- 

vorite is the female sex of the laws of Eng- 
land.

New York, April 8, 1910, 
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Ernest Flagg Suggests That It Be Bullt 
Near the Battery. 


The fight against the placing of the 
proposed new County Court House in City 
Hall Park is being continued in earnest. 
The City Club, the People’s Institute, and 
the Fine Arts Federation of New York, 
representing the National Academy of 
Design; the New York Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, the 
American Water Color Society, the So- 
cley of American Artists, the Archi- 
tectural League of New York, the Amer- 
ican Fine Arts Society, the Municipal Art 
Society of New York, the Society of Beaux 
Arts Architects, the National Sculpture 
Society, the National Society of Mural 
Painters, the New York Water Color Club, 
the Brooklyyn Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects, and the Society 
of Illustrators have issued a pamphlet in 
which they have compiled their objections 
to the plan. ‘ 

Ernest Flagg, architect of the Singer 
Building and other important structures 
in the city, has sent a letter to the May- 
or, Borough President McAneny, and the 
members of the Court House Commission, 
in which he advocates the selection of a 
site for the Court House in the ground 
between Battery Park, Jeanette Park, the 
Municipal Ferryhouse, and Front Street. 
In sétting forth his reasons for favoring 
this site Mr. Flagg says: 

‘*If we consider the site with reference 
to tts ease of access the conditions are 
truly remarkable. No other spot on Man- 
hattan Island can compare to it. Here is 
the terminal of the principal ferries, of 
all the elevated raflroads, of the Subway, 
of all the principal trolley lines, and it is 
also connected with Brooklyn by tunnel. 
It is precisely the geographical centre of 
New York, and it is the only spot on Man- 
hattan Island which can be reached from 
every other borough for a single fare.”’ 


EVANS’S ESTATE IN TRUST. 


For the Widow of Wells-Fargo Presi- 
dent—Worth Less Than $1,000,000. 


The will of Col. Dudley Evans, former 
head of the Wells Fargo Company, who 
died at his home in Englewood, N. J., 
on March 27, was probated at Hacken- 
sack yesterday by Surrogate Hester. The 
will was made on March 8, and the wit- 
nesses were C. H. Gardiner of New York 
and Roger Dunkcombe, a son-in-law of 
the testator. . 

He makes the Mercantile Trust Com- 
pany of New York sole executor of his 
estate, and leaves to it all his property, 
real and personal, to be held in trust for 
his wife, Nellie Seelye Evans during her 


life. The sum of $25,000 is set apart for 
his son, Stanley Evans, to be paid to him 
when he shall have attained the age of 
80 years, the income from the same being 
paid to him quarterly each year in the 
meantime. This is to offset a similar 
amount heretofore = to his daughter, 
Clarissa, as a wedding portion. 

At the death of his wife, if his son is 
living and 30 years or more of age, the 
trust shall terminate, and all the prop- 
erty then remaining shall be equally di- 
vided between him and his sister, Clar- 
issa. In the event of the death of either 
leaving issue, the children will receive 
the part the parent would have taken if 
living. In the event that either shall 
have died without issue the other shall 
take the whole of the property. 

If at the death of Mr. Evans the son 
shall be living and less than 30 years old, 
the trust shall cc mtinue until he arrives 
at that age, or until his death if prior to 
his attaining such age, and the income 
from the property in the meantime shall 
be paid to h and his sister after the 
death of Mrs. Evans.

New York, according to Edward D. 
Very, Civil Engineer of the Department 
of Street Cleaning, throws arvay each 
year 673,583 tons of perfectly good fuel. 
In a lecture before the City College he 
described yesterday how it is possible by 
sifting the refuse of kitchen ranges and 
ordinary heaters to recover unconsumed 
coal, which has 50 per cent. of the heat- 
ing value of fresh coal. The cost of its 
recovery is only $2 a ton, or less than 
50 per cent. of the cost of coal.

They would present in the Pharmacopoeia 
a brief and select list of what they con- 
sider to be the best medicaments, provid- 
ing standard and lega! tests of strength 
and purity for these alone, with the in- 


tent to influence the éntire profession to- . 


ward choosing and using them exclusive- 
ly in their practice, 

‘But medical men should not decide 
what drugs are to have legally enforce. 
able standards. Each doctor knows about. 
diseases and about his favorite preseripe 
tions. But, as compared with the wide 
range of the materia medica, nearly every 
physician runs in a little round. He has 
his own list of medicaments and pays no 
attention to others—knows little and careg 
less about them. Another doctor has an- 
other list. Physicians of one locality 
tend to approve one general class of meu- 
icines, and to disapprove others favored 
by physicians of other localities. 


“Now, we have two powerful drugs 


Standardized in the present Pharmaco- 
poeia, aconite and veratrum, which are 
as nearly alike in their effect upon the 
human system as any two distinet drugs 
can be. The medical profession is about 
equally divided over the use of the one 
and the other. Very few physictans use 
both. If a certain group of doctors is 
to control the Pharmacopoela I can fore- 
tell accurately what will result. On April 
6 they influenced the Washington branch 


of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation to resolve that in the case of drugs 
which have ‘essentially the sam@ me- 
dicinal action,’ one drug is to be dropped, 
the other included in the book of stand- 
ards. That is, the twenty-five men on 
the Revision Committee must ° choose 
which drug to reject, If they reject aco- 
nite it would thenceforth be sold without 
@ standard test for quality, strength, or 
adulteration, and no Federal officer can 
further enforce such a standard. They 
might thus punish one-half of the med- 
ical profession fcr refusing to agree with 
them, but they would certainly put in 
jeopardy the lives of its patients. | 
“The dropping of a standard drug from 
the Pharmacopoeia has never even slight- 
ly discouraged its use. Nor has the ad- 
mission to the official book of some most 
valuable drugs, such as ignatia and Chi- 
nese blister beetles, encouraged their use. 


But all drugs that are already ‘in rather _ 


more than local use’ are, according to 
well-established precedent, admitt at 
each succeeding revision, 
may be given a legal guarantee of purity 
and strength.

secondary drugs may 
mixtures or adulterated. It is the phar- 
macist’s chief duty to see that physiciens 
have not, inadvertently or ignorantly, 
written prescriptidns of drugs that are 
‘incompatibles,’ -thus endange the 
lives of patients. Doctors cannot exe 
pected always to know the details of com- 
pounding drugs. One of the most active 
and dangerous classes of medical con- 
stituents is the alkaloids. Mixed with the 
secondary drug tannin, which appears in 
a great majority of medicaments, alkaloids 
will not stay in solution. If mixed with 
strychnine, all this powerful poison sinks 
to the bottom. he patient gets no 
strychnine in the first dose, and no ben- 
efit; then he gets the benefit of the whole 
body of poison at once. Tannin should be 
standardized and distinguished as an ‘ in- 
compatible.’ 
“Suppose a secondary asus be added to 
a potent prescription which is not incdm- 
atible, but impure, and the impurity Is 
tself incompatible. Physicians educated 
in the south of Europe like ‘artistie’ 
prescriptions which taste and look well. 
For coloring tinctures they use saffro: 
This is one of the leading drugs import 
into this country. I have seen many lots 
so laden with inorganic salts that if the 
smallest proportion were added to any one 
of many kinds of prescriptions it would 
destroy them. It would precipitate, 
strychnine to the bottom of the patient's 
vial, threatening him with the final deadly 
dose. Adulterated saffron would have 
the same effect upon the poisonous aco- 
nite, and, ultimately—perhaps not at once 
—it would destroy the properties of age 
talis, the specific for heart trouble. ¥ 
reference to their legal standards tt is 
the business of the authorities to exclude 
such adulterated drugs from our shores, 
But saffron is also purposely adulterated 
before sale within the States and within 
American cities. 
“Secondary drugs need standards of 
identification. Burdock root is not much 
of a medicine—the Japanese eat some 
kinds—but its fluid extract makes an @x- 
cellent menstruum or vehicle for coOm- 
pounds of powerful drugs. The innocent 
burdock closely resembles the poisonous 
belladonna, and have seen the two 
mixed by mistake. Instead of leaving the 
secondary drugs out of the Pharmacopoets, 
I urge earnestly that more be_ Included, 
especially mentioning those drugs for 
which they might be mistaken. 
‘Physicians who, with rare exceptions, 
are totally unaequainted with the phy 
sical and chemical tests of their own 
medicaments should not control the com- 
ing revision of the Pharmacopoeia in 
Washington on May 10. Take the St 
drugs in most frequent use by physicians. 
The very doctors who contend that they 
should be permitted to restrict the x 
of standards to these drugs, if ask > 
identify 50 per cent. of them, would * 
and very few of them could judge eveq 
fairly well the quality of 20 per cent. 0 
them. Conceivably these men are right. 
in what they urge. But it pe well~ 
rounded principle that the Ww 
ments are not to be had of these who 
know least about the subject.

Author of “ History of American Cur- 
rency "—Received Ovation from Yale 
Alumni on Retirement Last June.

ENGLEWOOD, N. J., April 12.—Prof. 
William Graham Sumner of Yale died at 
the General Hospital here at 5:30 o’clock 
this afternoon. The end came quietly 
and without warning. The distinguished 
scholar had been in a serious condition 
since Dec. 27, when he suffered a stroke 
of apoplexy in New York City, where he 
had gone from New Haven to preside 
at the session of the American Society of 
Sociology. He was-to give the President’s 
address upon his arrival, but was strick- 
en with apoplexy and was removed to his 
rooms in the Murray Hill Hotel. 

His wife and his sister, Mrs. Walter 
Camp, were summoned from New Haven. 
They remained with him till he was re- 
moved to the hospital here, about six 
weeks ago. He showed considerable im-- 
provement at that time, and it was 
planned recently to remove him to New 
Last week he seemed strong 


made for his removal to the sanitarium 
of Dr. Cheney, in New Haven, when he 
suddenly suffered a relapse.

William Graham Sumner was born six- 
ty-nine years ago in Paterson, N. J., the 
son of Thomas and Sarah Graham Sum- 
ner. He was graduated from Yale with 
the class of 1863, and then went abroad 
to study at Oxford and Géttingen, Ger- 
many. He was tutor in Yale from 18066 
to 1869. He took orders in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and was made assist- 
ant rector of Calvary Crurch in this 
city. He became rector of the Church 
of the Redeemer at Morristown, N. J., 
remaining there until 1872, when he went 
back to Yale to teach. 

From 1872 to about a year ago, when 
he resigned, Dr. Sumner was a Professor 
of Political and Social Science at Yale. 
His pet course, which was a great favor- 
ite with the students, he called “* Science 
and Society.” The undergraduates called 
it ‘‘ Sumnerology.’ 

When Dr. Sumner retired last June, 
passing from an active to an emeritus 
professor, he received an ovation from 
the Yale Alumni, President Taft leading 
the cheering. President Hadley said at 
that time of him: 

‘Prof. Sumner is one of those rare 
men who were born with a genius for 
teaching. No man who has been in his 
ciasses will forget his extraordinary clear- 
ness of statement, his incisive analysis, 
and his power of illustrating concretely 
to the student the ideas which he wanted 
to convey.”

LONDON, April 12.—Sir Robert Giffen, 
journalist, financial writer, and_statis- 
tician, died to-day. 


Sir Robert Giffen was born at Strat- 
haven, Lanarkshire, in 1837, was educated 
in the schéols of that town and at Glas- 
sow, and’ became a reporter and sub- 


editor of The Stirling Journal, leaving 
in 1862 for London. | 

Until 1866 he was sub-editor of and a 
contributor to The Globe. ‘+Tor the next 
eight years he was an assistant editor of 
and principa! contributor to The Econo- 
mist, under Mr. Bagehot, being also city 
editor and trade and financial writer for 
The Daily News from 1878 to 1876. In 
his connection with the press he con- 
tributed articles to The Saturday Review, 
the Fortnightly Review, the Spectator, 
The Times, and other journals. 

In 1876 he was appointed chief of the 
Statistical Department of the Board of 
Trade, his office ee successively en- 
lavged until, in 1892, he was Controller 
General of the Commercial, Labor, and 
Statistical Departments. He retired in 
1897, being then 60 years old. He was 
the atithor of several books on financial 
and commercial subjects. 

Sir Robert Giffen was elected a Fellow 
of the Royal Society in 1892, was created 
C. B. tn 1881, and K. C. B. four years 
later. He was a member of the Athe- 
naeum Club.

NEW STATION FOR JAMAICA 





Electric Power on Lines to Long 
Beach, Whitestone, and Port 
Washington This Year. 





The report of the Long Ysland Rallroad 
for 19098, showing an increase of $1,079,826 


earnings, was issued yesterday. Much im- 
provement work on the suburban lines 
for the current year is outlined. 

Facilities at Jamaica, including the con- 
struction of a new station, are to be begun 
this year, and arrangements made for lay- 
ing up steam trains at Jamaica instead of 
at Long Island City. This Summer some 
trains through the East River tunnels will 
be operated from the station at Seventh 
Avenue and Thirty-third Street. The elec- 
trification of additional mileage of sub- 
urban lines, including the line to Long 
Beach, is to be completed this year, and 
before the close of the year plans will be 
well under way for the electrification of 
the line to Port Washington and White- 
stone Landing. 

Negotiations are under way with the 
City of New York with a view to elim- 
inating all grade crossings between 
Woodside and Winfield, which will give 
a through line without a single grade 
crossing from Long Island City to Ja- 
maica. Regarding the desired Atlantic 
Avenue trolley franchise the report says: 

“‘As will be noted, no work was done 
in connection with the completion of the 
trolley line on Atlantic Avenue. Nego- 
tiations are still pending with the City of 
New York in relation to the franchise 
necessary for the completion and opera- 
tion of the line.” 

An early settlement of the dispute with 
the city regarding the elimination of 
grade cfossings on the Bay Ridge Im- 


provement is expected. The city is liable 
for half the costs of these grade elimina- 
tions up to $2,600,000, and it is in matters 
connected with these payments that a dis- 
pute exists. 

The gross earnings of the road last year 
amounted to $10,808,371 and the net earn- 
ings $2,617,725. The net income after the 
payment of charges was $316,780, com- 
pee with a deficit the previous year of 
$276,088. From the year’s net income 
$250,000 was deducted for extraordinary 
expenditures for abolition of grade cross- 
ings, &c., in addition to the amounts 
charged to capital. 


KANAWHA SALE ENJOINED. 


Court Order Interferes with Chesa- 
peake and Lake Shore Control. 


Counsel for the Minority Stockholders’ 
Committee of the Kanawha & Michigan, 
headed by John 8. Stanton, received word 
yesterday that Judge Dillon of the Com- 
mon Pleas Court of Franklin County, 
Ohio, granted in chambers a temporary 
injunction against the Lake Shore and 
the Chesapeake & Ohio, restraining them 
from proceeding further with the deal for 
the joint control by these two lines of the 
Kanawha & Michigan. The order forbids 
these roads to vote, directly or indirectly, 
the stock of the Kanawha & Michigan, or 
in any other way subjecting the Kanawha 
& Michigan to their control. 

Argument on the tnjunction will be 
heard on April 19, when Samuel Unter- 
myer and Wade H. Ellis, formerly Attor- 
ney General of Ohio and more recently 


Assistant United States Attorney Gen- 
eral, will appear for the Kanawha & 
Michigan minority stockholders. Mr. Bills, 
while Attorney General of Ohlo, brought 
a suit against the Hocking Valley, which 
formerly controlled the Kanawha & Michi- 
gan as well as the Toledo & Ohio Cen- 
tral, alleging a combination In restraint 
of trade. This sult was successfully 
prosecuted, and led to the recent read- 
justment. This late deal, the plaintiffs 
in this suit allege, practically continues 
the obnoxious control on which the pre- 
vious complaint was based. 

It was reliably reported yesterday that 
Mr. Ellis had sent notices to the rail- 
roads concerned in the recent Hocking 
Valley deal requiring them to show cause 
why proceedings should not be begun to 

revent the carrying out of the plan for 
he joint ownership of the Kanawha & 
Michigan by the Chesapeake & Ohio and 
the Lake Shore and the control of the 
Hocking Valley by the Chesapeake & Ohio 
and of the Toledo & Ohio Central by the 
Lake Shore. A hearing in this proceed- 
ing will be held in about a week. 

It is said by the absorbing roads that 
40,000 of the 44,000 shares of Kanawha 
stock were voluntarily surrendered by the 
Kanawha _ stockholders to the new own- 
ership. The Stanton committee, which 
brought the injunction proceedings, is 
said to represent dissenters holding only 
4,000 shares of the capital stock.

THE COMMODITIES MARKETS. 





Wheat Rallies from New Low Levels— 
Other Grains Firm—Provisions Irreg- 
ular—Cotton Dull. 


Wheat, under favorable weather conditions, 
declined-to new low levels. but on the decline 
developed a fairly good demand, and, influ- 
enced by strength in feeding grain, showed 
some recovery late in the day. The weather 
conditions were well nigh perfect. There were 
generous rains over the entire wheat belt east 
of the Missouri. Kansas and the Southwest 
have had rains since Saturday. There were 
rains on the Pacific Coast, and all sections 
excepting Nebraska have received precipitation. 
Conditions were also favorable in the North- 
west for Spring wheat seeding, and the advices 
all indicate that there is Ikelihood of a large 
increase in area. MaY delivery West, however, 
shows some congestion, and there is still ap- 
prehension of manipulation. The Bradstreet’s 
visible showed a decrease of 25,000 bushels in 
the United States against 1,599,000 bushels de- 
crease last year, and a total decrease in the 


world’s visible of 844,000 bushels against a 
decrease @ year ago of 5,274,000 bushels. The 
world’s visible is now 15,000,000 bushels in ex- 
cess of a year ago. Cash wheat quoted: No. 2 
red Winter, $1.20, nominal, cost, insurance, and 
freight; No. 2 red, spot, nominal, $1.22%4, free 
on board, afloat, for export; No. 1 Northern, 
Duluth, opening $1.22%, nominal: No. 2 hard 
Winter, nominal; No. 1 Northern, Manitoba, 
May, $1.14. ‘ 

Corn was very firm and after midday was 
active, with shorts good buyers. The opening 
was heavy, with wheat, but notwithstanding 
reports regarding the poor demand for cash 
corn there developed an active demand for 
futures and prices readily advanced. Shorts 
were good buyers in the afternoon, and there 
seemed to be considerabk evidence of congestion. 
Bradstreet’s visible showed a decrease of 547,- 
000 bushls, following a decrease of 1,482,000 
bushels a week ago. Cash corn quoted: No. 2, 
nominal, elevator, export basis; No. 4, 58c, and 
steamer, 62c bid, all elevator, export basis. 

Oats also developed considerable strength, 
with a fair volume of trade. The opening was 
quiet, and at first there was some selling on 
the very favorable weather reports. The 
weather map showed good rains all through 
the leading oats States, but the market acted 
oversold, and later developed a good advance 
with an active covering movement. Cash oats 
quoted: Natural white, 46@48140, and white 
clipped, 47%4@52c. 

Provisions were fairly active and somewhat 
lower. Prices went off quickly at the opening 
on a lower live hog market and some further 
liquidation, but later showed considerable 
steadiness, influenced possibly by the firmness 
in grain.

COTTON. 


The tnterest in the cotton market was ex- 
tremely narrow and trade was limited. Fluc- 
tuations were. small and seemed to be entirely 
the result of professional operations. Owing 
to the congestion in the near deliveries the 
traders are very much afraid of taking chances 
in the May and July options and operations in 
these months are apparently just floor trad- 


ing. There were further reports of cotton to 
come forward from the South for delivery here. 
On the other hand, it was stated that 4, 
bales of cotton had been taken at New Orleans 
for Russia. The cotton which has arrived here 
from Liverpool has not been certified yet, but 
it is expected that this will be very shortly 
done. There were good rains in Alabama and 
predictions of more rains in the eastern belt, 
which will make very favorable conditions: The 
weekly weather report stated that the past 
week had been generally warm, with tempera- 
tures higher than usual, and an absence of 
rainfall generally tn the eastern sections. In 
Texas the rain extended tn a broad belt from 
the Middle Rio Grande to nearly the Red River 
and 6 precipitation was two to three inches. 
The Texas reports have now become very fa- 
vorable and the most promising advices are 
now coming from the western belt. «Late in 
the day the market was strong on a covering 
movement in May. Shorts endeavored to buy 
some cotton and immediately bull interests 
came in and bid prices up, bidding for large 
blocks,

COFFEE. 


Coffee developed a firmer feeling, and prices 
at the close were steady, at a net advance of 
10 to 11 points, with sales of 17,500 bags. 
There were good buying orders, while offerings 
were confined to profit taking, and the volume 
of business was restricted more by the absence 
of offerings than by any lack of buying or- 
ders. A prominent Cotton Exchange house 
with extensive Western and Southern connec- 
tions was a good buyer. The principal bullish 
feature in the news was the announcement 
from Europe that the Valorization sales of 
125,000 bags had gone off very satisfactorlly. 
The sale included 50,000 bags at Hamburg, 
40,000 at Havre, 25,000 at Rotterdam, - and 
10,000 at Marseilles. <A private cable said that 
interior roasters were the principal Buyers, and 
that jobbers were indifferent, but the fact 
that prices were in some cases higher than the 
previous sale, which was made when futures 
were about 40 points above the present level, 
had a bullish influence. The French market 
was % franc lower early, but later gained %, 
and at the close was % franc net higher, while 
Hamburg was unchanged to % pfennig ad- 
vance, and Brazil was unchanged. The visible 
supply of Brazilian coffee in and afloat for the 
United States was 3,293,928 bhags against 
3,805,477 last year, and 8,728,600 two years 
ago.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


How Great Northern May Use Bonds. 
The suggestion is advanced in the finan- 
cial district that the recent report of the 
proposed financing by the Great North- 
ern is based on a plan to issue bonds on 
the unmortgaged part of the Great North- 
ern lines and hold these bonds in the 
treasury of the company. Whether or 
not such a plan fs in contemplation has 
not been revealed by Mr. Hill and his 
associates in the Great Northern manage- 
ment, but it would be in keeping with the 
course pursued by some other roads. It 
was recalled that the Spokane, Portland 
& Seattle, which is controlled jointly by 
the Great Northern and Northern Pacific, 
has a twenty-million-dollar bond issue, 
although none of these bonds has been 
sold to the public, being held in the 
treasury of the two controlling lines. The 
Great Northern has close to 8,000 miles 
of unmortgaged railway. An issue of $20,- 
000 a mile would enable it to issue and 
to take into its own treasury for such use 
as might be made of them in the future 
a total of $60,000,000 of bonds. 
*,* 
Less Gold Demand. 
The engagements of gold for shipment 
to London by the Mauretania to-day were 
not increased yesterday beyond the 
amount of $4,000,000, representing the 
$2,500,000 engaged by Kidder, Peabody 
& Co. last Friday and the $1,500,000 taken 
by the Hanover National Bank on Mon- 
day. The exchange situation was slightly 
easier, partly because of easier discounts 
abroad. it was figured that unless ex- 
change was sold at higher rates than 
those which prevailed yesterday there is 
no profit in gold exports. The Bank of 
England is still paying 76s. 6d. for Amer- 
ican coin, equivalent to a rate of 486.306 
for sterling exchange. In figuring on gold 
exports it is hecessary to add to this 
rate 1.21 to cover charges, and allowance 
must also be made for loss in weight, 
figured at an additional .26, bringing the 
total cost of demand sterling obtained 
by means of gold exports under existing 
conditions up to 487.85. This is 20 to 25 
points above the prevailing rate or ster- 
ling exchange yesterday.

New York Central Wage Arbitration. 

No surprise was caused in the financial 
district yesterday by the announcement 
that the New York Central, instead of 
definitely refusing the demands of its con- 
ductors and trainmen, had agreed to arbi- 
trate these demands. Those who had 
been following the negotiations closely 
had for some time been of opinion that 
the Central would not go to the length 
of an open breach with its men. One 
railroad man, commenting on the New 
York Centrai wage matter yesterday, said 
that in advancing its dividend rate recent- 
ly from 5 to 6 per cent. the Central prac- 
tically disarmed itself so far as refusing 
the wage demands of its men was ocon- 
cerned, and that in making this increase 
the management of the road had supplied 
its employes with as strong an argument 
in favor of their demands as they could 
have hoped for. His view of the matter 
was that this dividend increase effectively 
prevented any argument by the Central 
that it could not afford to grant the 
higher wages the men have been de- 
manding, 





Season’s First Weather Report. 


The first of the season’s weekly Govern- 
ment weather reports was issued yester- 
day. It supplied the official record of the 
rains in the Southwest and other sec- 
tions, which since the beginning of the 
month have considerably benefited the 
Winter wheat fields and have been re- 
sponsible for the belief that the present 
actual condition of Winter-sown crops is 
better than was indicated in the recent 
Government crop report, made up as of 
April 1. These weekiy reports will be 
watched from this time for such infor- 
mation as they, in conjunction with the 
daily weather records, will afford regard- 
ing the prospective yield of cereals. Be- 
sides these official weather records, if 
experience in the past may be relied on, 
there will be no end of private reports 
regarding the weather and other crop 
factors, which will cover the entire range 
of possibility, from no crop at all to the 
best crop ever raised. Wall Street has 
learned liberally to discount many of these 
‘‘ weather reports,”’ but the Street loves a 
rumor, and hence cannot bring itself to 
ignore altogether the weather canards 
that make their appearance every year.

Melrose Man’s Estate an Impostor. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 12.—Judge 
George F. Lawton in the Probate Court 
to-day branded as an impostor the Dick- 
inson (N. D.) claimant to half the estate 
of the late Dantel Russell of Melrose, and 
dismissed three petitions alleged to have 
Leen brought by- Daniel Blake Russell aft- 
er a record-breaking trial of 194 days.

This smprovement has been before the 
board for several years. The last ad- 
ministration did not take any definite ac- 
tion upon it on account of the conditiuon 
of the city’s finances. Several plans 
have been presented for carrying out the 
scheme, all. of which will cost several 
million dollars. 

The first plan filed with the old board 
provided for the extension of Sixth Ave- 
nue in a straight line from its present 
terminus at Carmine Street to Varick 
Street; the extension of Sev enth Avenue 
from its present terminus at Greenwich 
Avenue to the junction of Carmine and 
Varick Streets, and the widening of Var- 
ick Street for its entire length from Car- 
mine Street to the junction of Franklin 
Street and West Broadway. It has been 
ostimated that this plan will cost $8,- 
$73,000. 

The second plan, which is favored by 
the City Improtement Commission, calls 
for the extension of Sixth Avenue to the 
junction of Chambers and West Streets; 
the extension of Varick Street north from 
“ermine to Christopher; the widening of 
“hristopher Street between Greenwich 
Street and Greenwich Avenue, and the 
sxtension of Seventh Avenue to the junc- 
‘ion of Canal and West Streets. This plan 
qas been estimated at $16,926,000. 

A third plan, which has the indorse- 


nent of the Municipal Art Soclety, pro- 
vides for the widening of Carmine Street 
‘rom Sixth Avenue to Varick Street; the 
ty videning of Varick from its junction 

th Carmine south to Canal, and the 
*xtension of Seventh Avenue to the junc- 
‘jon of Carmine and Varick Streets, This 
seems to be the most popular plan that 
2as been presented, and it has been esti- 
rated that it could be carried out at a 
‘ost of only $3,798,000. 

There is also another scheme which 
‘alls for the extension of Seventh Avenue 
‘0 the junction of Varick and Carmine 
Streets; the widening of Christopher 
Street between Greenwich Street and 
Jreenwich Avenue; the widening of Car- 
nine Street, from Sixth Avenype to Varick 
Street: the widening of Varick Street 
outh to Canal Street, at the junction with 
Vestry Street, and the widening of Vestry 
street from that point west to the Nort 
River. This plan would probably cost 
$7.516, 000. 

The first speaker last night was C. C. 
Yiekock, the man who in agitating the 
‘xtension scheme last year said that he 
tould prove that it was possible to “‘ buy ’ 
he Board of Estimate. Ex-President Mc- 
sowan later obtained an apology from 
tim. He declared that he believed a fair 
livision of the expense of the improve- 
nent would be half and half between the 
itv and the property owners. It was later 
taid that Mr. Hickock lives at Smith & 
AcNeill’s Hotel, in lower Hudson Street, 
ind is not a property owner. 

A man who said that he represented the 
Vest Side Taxpay ers’ Association, with 
” members between Fourteenth Street 
ind Harlem, declared that the plan is 
iothing more or less than an acceleration 
cheme for the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
it Company. 

‘They want to get a straight line for 
heir west side subway, instead of having 
m follow the crooked streets,’’ said he. 
‘If they go under private property as 
t now stands it will be very expensive, 
tut if the city makes this improvement 
it the same time the subway is being 
nilt they will have many millions of dol- 


ars. 

‘“‘This city must go slow in this mat- 
er. Furthermore. I do not think more 
han a fourth of the cost of the improve- 
nent should be assessed upon the prop- 
rtvy owners.’ 

Michael J. Horan, a lawyer who lives in 
treenwich Village, said: ‘‘ The city owes 
is something. We paid our share for 
ne boom which made the Bronx bloou 
ike a rose, and we have had no public 
mprovements in forty years except a 
ouple of recreation piers and a park on 
Judson Street. 

Another citizen declared that the Mc- 
idoo tubes have not heen the boon to 
1e community that was expected. 

‘The tunnel failed to open up *e Sixth 
evenve section around Jefferson Market,”’ 
aid he. ‘‘On the other hand. it has 
nken people away from us. There are 
torekeepers here to-night who will tell 
ou that business is poorer since the open- 
ne of the tubes than it was before.’ 

~ One man tried to point out to Presi- 
ent Mitchel that the assessment plan 
hould not be taken up at this time, but 
nmiv the need of the improvement consid- 
red.

TRENTON SCANDAL INQUIRY. 


Gov. Fort to Begin an Investigation 
To-morrow—No Special Session.

TRENTON, N. J., April 12.—After con- 
ferring with President Frelinghuysen of 
the Senate and Speaker Ward of the 
House to-day, Gov. Fort gave an audi- 
ence to the newspaper men, and in re- 
sponse as to what was doing in the alleged 
orgies on the last night of the session 
said that while it appeared that the 
charges had been exaggerated, he would 
hold an investigation on Thursday. He 
was rather against the idea of a special 
session of the Legislature. 

Senator Wakelee said that he thought 
that the Governor should give out a 
statement defending the legislators 
against the calumnies printed about them. 
‘‘TIf we are to have an investigation,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ then let us have it, but bring 
forward the proof and stop talking 80 
much.’ 

Senator Frelinghuysen said that he de- 
plored the publicity about the matter, but 
he stands ready to do his part in any in- 
vestigation. Speaker Ward says he is 
sick of the whole affair. He stands by 
his first statement that there were no 
orgies whatever. 

The story that the women said to have 
been implicated in the affair have fled the 
town is denied. 








At a dinner given in Jersey City last 
night by the members of the Men’s Club 
of the First Presbyterian Church Presi- 
dent James Frelinghuysen of the State 
Senate and Senator William Silver of 
Middlesex County spoke about the reports 
concerning the conduct of some of the 
legislators in the closing hours of the 
session in Trenton.

Varying Prices in Ten Years Given as 
Evidence in Stockhoiders’ Suit. 


At the hearing yesterday before Vice 
Chancellor Howell in Newark in the suit

Mr. McCarter, counsel for the complain- 
ants, replied that one ground for inter- 
ference by the court was whether the 
stock has or has not market value. 

“As it seems to me now, It is entirely 
irrelevant,’’ the Vice Chancellor said. 

** Vice Chancellor Stevenson said just 
the opposite,’’ Mr. McCarter declared, and 
proceeded to examine Mr. Rippel. 

Mr. Rippel testified that in 1901 sales 
of the Prudential stock were made at 
from $/90 to $800; in 1902, at from $463 
to $825; in 1908 the > selling price ranged 
from $500 t 640; from Egg to $42%: 
1905, from “$440 Ay 280: 1906, from 
to $425; 1907, from $400 to $700, the lat-

chise to run its elevated lines across the 
Willlamsburg Bridge and through the 
Manhattan end of the so-called bridge 
loop subway to the Brooklyn Bridge. 

Coincident with the receipt of the plan, 
the first public view of the new subway, 
which is nearly completed in Manhattan, 
was had yesterday afternoon, when Sec- 
retary Whitney of the commission took a 
party of reporters through the section of 
the tube from the Canal Street station in 
Centre Street to the station at the Bow- 
ery and Delancey Street, which is entirely 
finished. The greater part of the subway 
south of Canal Street is also completed, 
with the exception of a short distance 
north of the southern terminus, which will 
be under the new Municipal Building. 


New Line’s Effect on Traffic. 


The Union Elevated’s application for 
permission to opérate the subway says 
that the direct effect of this operation 
would be: 


First—To bring traffic crossing both the 
Williamsburg and .Brooklyn Bridges to tie 
0 ae in Manhattan—at or near City 

all. 

Second—To increase the number of cars 
per hour for the present traffic and give 
better time on account of the freer move- 
ment of trains. 

Third—The operation of our Myrtle Ave- 
nue trains from Metropolitan Avenue and 
Ridgewood without change of cars by 
making a physical connection between the 
Broadway and Myrtle Avenue Lines. 

Fourth—Relievé the congestion on the 
Brooklyn Bridge and all connections lead- 
ing thereto on tracks that are now greatly 
congested by diverting trains of the Myrtle 
Avenue Line, Lexington Avenue, Cypress 
Hills, and upper Fulton Street over the 
Williamsburg Bridge This would greatly 
relieve the Brooklyn Bridge and make ros- 
sible a freer movement and an increased op- 
eration of trains on the Brighton Beach 
Line and lines of the southern district now 
tributary to and best rxerved by the way 
of the Brookiyn Bridge. 
The direct effect fo this proposed extension 
of the Williamsbure terminal will be a 
better distribution of the traffic by raliev- 
ing the points of greatest congestion under 
the present operation. 


The Manhattan part of the Brooklyn 
Loop Subway was laid out by the old 
Rapid Transit Commission and contracts 
“or its construction were let by that com- 
mission. Construction work was under 
way when the Public Service Commission 
succeeded the old commission. 

It was designed to connect the three 
bridges over the East River, namely, the 
Williamsburg SBridge, the Manhattan 
Bridge, and the Brovklyn Bridge. The 
Brooklyn, part of the Loop Subway, bet- 
ter known as the Broadway-Lafayette 
Avenue route, has not yet been built, but 
it is among the new Subways which the 
Public Service Commissicn will soon sub- 
mit to bidders. 

The Manhattan part of the loop begins 
in Park Row, near the Manhattan termi- 
nal of the Brooklyn Bridge, and runs un- 
der Centre Street north to Delancey Street 
and east through Delancey Street to the 
Williamsburg Bridge. At Canal Street 
there is a@ spur which branches off to the 
east and crosses the new Manhattan 
Bridge, over which it connects with the 
Fourth Avenue Subway through the Flar- 
bush Avenus extension in Brooklvn. The 
Manhattan part is practically completed, 
with the exception of the section near the 
Brooklyn Bridge termina]. Ita construc- 
tion has cost about $10,000,000 and it is 
cwned by the city, so that it can be leased 
tc a private company io operate, or if 
necessary operated by the city itself.
